Åna “these are the names of the sons of Israyl 
who entered Egypt with Yaaqob; each with his 
family, they came with Yaagob. 

2 Reuben, Simeon, Levi, and Yahdah; 

3 Issachar, Zebulun, and Benyamin; 

4 Dan, Naphtali, Gad, and Asher. 

5 All the sons who came from the loins of 
Yaaqob were seventy persons, for Yahseph was 
in Egypt already. 

6 Now Yahseph and all his brothers, and all 
that generation died, 

7 But the children of Israyl were fruitful 
and increased abundantly, multiplied and grew 
exceedingly mighty; and the land was filled with 
them. 

8 Then a new king, who did not “know 
Yahseph, came to power in Egypt, 

9 And he said to his people; Look, the people 
of the children of Israyl are more numerous and 
powerful than we are. 

10 Come! Let us deal shrewdly with them, or 
they will increase even more numerously; and if 
war breaks out, then they may join our enemies, 
and fight against us, and then they will leave this 
land. 

11 So they put slavedrivers over them to 
oppress them with forced labor; and they built 
Pithom and Rameses as store cities for Pharaoh. 

12 But the more they oppressed them, the 
more they multiplied and grew. So the Egyptians 
came to “dread the children of Israyl. 

13 So the Egyptians made the children of 
Israyl serve with rigor; crushing oppression. 

14 And they made their lives bitter with hard 
bondage—in mortar, in brick, and in all manner 
of service in the field. In all their hard labor the 
Egyptians used them ruthlessly. 

15 Then the king of Egypt spoke to the mid- 
wives for the Hebrews; the name of the first was 
Shiphrah and the name of the second was Puah; 

16 Saying; When you do the duties of a mid- 
wife for the Hebrew women, and see them on 
the birthstools, if it is a boy, then kill him; but 
if it is a girl, then let her live. 

17 But the midwives had reverence for Yah- 
weh, and did not do as the king of Egypt com- 
manded them; but they let the male children 
live. 

18 So the king of Egypt sent for the midwives, 
and asked them; Why have you done this thing, 


and allowed the male children to live? 

19 SAnd the midwives answered Pharaoh, 
and said; Hebrew women are not like Egyptian 
women; they are vigorous, and give birth before 
the midwives arrive. 

20 So Yahweh was kind to the midwives; and 
He multiplied the people so they became even 
more numerous. 

21 *And because the midwives had the rever- 
ence of Yahweh, Yahweh therefore gave families 
to them. 

22 Then Pharaoh commanded all his people, 
saying; Every son who is born to the Hebrews you 
must throw into the river, but every daughter 
you shall let live. 


CHAP. 2 


Now a man of the house of Levi married a 
Levite woman; 

2 And the woman conceived, and bore a son. 
When she saw he was a beautiful child, she hid 
him three moons. 

3 But when she could no longer hide him, she 
made a papyrus basket for him, and coated it 
with tar and pitch. “Then she placed the child 
in it, and laid it among the reeds along the bank 
of the Nile; 

4 And his sister stood at a distance to know 
what would be done to him. 

5 Then the daughter of Pharaoh went down 
to the Nile to bathe; and her attendants walked 
along the river bank.

son. So she called his name !Mosheh; that is 
Drawing Out, saying; Because I drew him out 
of the water. 

11 Now when Mosheh was grown, he went 
out to his people, and watched them at their 
hard labor. Then he saw an Egyptian beating a 
Hebrew, one of his brothers. 

12 So he looked this way and that way, and 
when he saw no one, he killed the Egyptian, 
and hid him in the sand. 

13 When he went out the next day, ®'two 
Hebrew men were fighting, and he said to the 
one who was in the wrong; Why are you hitting 
your fellow Hebrew? 

14 Then he said; Who made you a ruler and 
judge over us? Do you intend to kill me, like you 
killed the Egyptian? Then Mosheh was afraid, 
and thought; Surely this thing is known! 

15 ®*When Pharaoh heard of this matter, 
he tried to kill Mosheh. But Mosheh fled from 
Pharaoh, and went to the land of Midian; and 
he sat down by a well. 

16 Nowa priest of Midian had seven daugh- 
ters. They came to the well and drew water, filling 
the troughs to water their father’s flock. 

17 But some shepherds then came along, 
and drove them away. Then Mosheh stood up 
and rescued them; and he watered their flock. 

18 When they returned to Reuel, their father, 
he asked them; How is it that you have returned 
so soon today? 

19 And they answered; An Egyptian rescued 
us from the shepherds, then he also drew water 
for us and watered the flock. 

20 So he asked his daughters; And where is 
he? Why is it that you have left the man? Invite 
him that he may eat bread. 

21 Then Mosheh agreed to stay with the 
man; and he gave Zipporah, his daughter, to 
Mosheh in marriage. 

22 And she bore him a son, and he called his 
name Gershom; that is, Stranger There, for he 
said; I have become a stranger in a foreign land. 

23 During that long period of time, the king of 
Egypt died. Then the children of Israyl groaned 
because of their slavery, and they °'cried out; and 
their cry for help came up to Yahweh, because 
of the bondage. 

24 So Yahweh heard their groaning, and Yah- 
weh remembered His covenant with Abraham, 
with Isaac, and with Yaaqob; 

25 And Yahweh looked upon the children 
of Israyl, and Yahweh was concerned for them. 


CHAP. 3 


aN ow Mosheh was tending the flock of Yethro; 
that is, His Excellency, his relation-by-law, a 
priest of Midian; and he led the flock to the

back of the desert, and came to Horeb, the 
mountain of Yahweh. 

2 There, the malak of Yahweh appeared 
to him in a flame of fire from within a bush. 
Mosheh looked, and behold, though the bush 
was on fire, it did not burn up. 

3 So Mosheh thought, I will now go over 
and see this strange sight, why the bush does 
not burn up. 

4 When Yahweh saw that he came to look, 
Yahweh called to him from within the bush, 
and said: Mosheh! Mosheh! And he answered; 
Here I am. 

5 Then He said: Do not come any closer to 
this place. Take your sandals from off your feet, 
for the place where you stand is holy ground. 

6 Then He said: I am the Heavenly Father of 
your father, the Father of Abraham, the Father 
of Isaac, and the Father of Yaaqob. At this, 
Mosheh hid his face, for he was afraid to look 
upon Yahweh. 

7 And Yahweh said: I have surely seen the 
oppression of My people in Egypt, and have 
heard their cry because of their slavedrivers; 
and I am concerned about their suffering. 

8 So Ihave come down to deliver them out of 
the hand of the Egyptians, and to bring them up 
from that land to a rich and spacious land, to a 
land flowing with milk and honey; the home of 
the Canaanites, Hittites, Amorites, Perizzites, 
Hivites, and the Yebusites. 

9 And now, behold; the cry of the children 
of Israyl has reached Me, and I have also seen 
the way the Egyptians are oppressing them. 

10 Come now, go! I am sending you to Pha- 
raoh to bring My people, the children of Israyl, 
out of Egypt. 

11 But Mosheh said to Yahweh; Who am 
I, that I should go to Pharaoh and bring the 
children of Israyl out of Egypt? 

And 
this will be the sign to you that it is I Who have 
sent you. When you have brought the people 
out of Egypt, you will worship Yahweh on this 
mountain. 

13 Then Mosheh said to Yahweh; Suppose 
I go to the children of Israyl, and say to them: 
The Almighty Father of your fathers has sent 
me to you, and they ask me; What is His Name? 
Then what shall I tell them? 

14 Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: #*I am Who 
Iam. And He said: This is what you are to say 
to the children of Israyl; ** YAHWEH has sent 
me to you. 

15 Yahweh also said to Mosheh: This also shall 
you say to the children of Israyl; "> YAHWEH, 
the Heavenly Father of your fathers, the Mighty 
One of Abraham, the Mighty One of Isaac, and 
the Mighty One of Yaaqob, has sent me to you.

16 Go, and gather together the elders of 
Israyl, and say to them; Yahweh, the Mighty 
Father of your fathers, the Almighty Father of 
Abraham, Isaac, and Yaaqob, appeared to me, 
and said: I have watched over you, and I have 
seen what has been done to you in Egypt, 

17 And I have promised to bring you up 
out of your affliction in Egypt, to the land of 
the Canaanites, the Hittites, the Amorites, the 
Perizzites, the Hivites, and the Yebusites; to a 
land flowing with milk and honey. 

18 The elders of Israyl will listen to you. Then 
you and the elders are to go to the king of Egypt, 
and say to him; Yahweh, the Almighty Father 
of the Hebrews, has met with us. Therefore, let 
us take a three day journey into the desert, “'to 
offer sacrifices to Yahweh our Heavenly Father. 

19 But I know the king of Egypt will not let 
you go. No, not unless a mighty hand compels 
him. 

20 So, I will stretch out My hand, and strike 
the Egyptians with all My wonders which I will 
perform among them. Then, after that, he will 
let you go. 

21 And I will also give the people of the 
children of Israyl honor in the sight of the Egyp- 
tians, so when you leave, you will not go out 
empty-handed. 

22 Every woman is to ask of her neighbor 
and also of any woman living in her house, for 
articles of silver, and gold, and clothing; which 
you shall put on your sons and daughters. And 
so you will plunder the Egyptians. 


CHAP. 4 


Then Mosheh answered and said; What if they 
do not believe me or listen to me? Suppose they 
say: Yahweh has not appeared to you! 

2 Then Yahweh said to him: What is that in 
your hand? And Mosheh answered; A staff. 

3 So Yahweh said to him: Cast it on the ground. 
Then he cast it on the ground and it became a 
serpent; and Mosheh ran away from it. 

4 Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: Reach out 
your hand and take it by the tail. So he reached 
out his hand and caught it and it turned back 
into a staff in his hand.

8 Then Yahweh said: If they do not believe 
you, nor pay attention to the showing of the first 
sign, then they may believe the showing of the 
second sign. 

9 But, if they do not believe even these two 
signs nor listen to you, then take water from the 
Nile and pour it on the dry ground. The water 
you take from the river will become blood on 
the dry ground. 

10 Then Mosheh said to Yahweh; O Yahweh, 
I have never been an eloquent teacher, not in 
the past nor since You have spoken to Your 
servant; *I am slow of speech and slow of tongue. 

11 Yahweh said to him: Who gave man his 
mouth? Who makes him deaf or mute? Who 
gives him sight or makes him blind? Is it not I, 
Yahweh? 

12 Now, go! I will help you, and teach you 
what you shall say.

14 Then Yahweh’s anger burned against 
Mosheh, and He said: Is not Aaron, the Levite, 
your brother? I know he ‘will teach the ‘Laws 
of Yahweh. Behold, he is already going out to 
meet you; and when he sees you he will be glad 
in his heart. 

15 Now, you will speak to him and put ‘My 
Laws in his mouth. And I will be with your mouth 
and with his mouth, and I will teach you what 
you will do; 

16 Then he will speak to the people for you, 
and it will be as if he were your mouth; and you 
will be to him as “inspiration from Yahweh. 

17 But take this staff with you in your hand, 
so you can perform the signs with it. 

18 So Mosheh left, and went back to Yethro, 
his relation by law, and said to him; Let me go, 
and return to my people who are in Egypt, to 
see if any of them are still alive. Yethro said to 
Mosheh; Go in peace. 

19 Yahweh said to Mosheh in Midian; Go, 
return to Egypt; for all the men are dead who 
sought to kill you. 

20 Then Mosheh took his wife and his sons, 
and put them on a donkey, and started back to 
the land of Egypt.

22 Then you shall say to Pharaoh; This is what 
Yahweh says: Israyl is My son, My first-born; 

23 And I told you to let My son go, so he may 
worship Me. But you refused to let him go; so 
I will kill your son, your firstborn. 

24 And on the way to meet Yahweh at The 
House of Yahweh, a crowd sought to kill him. 

25 And Zipporah violently; furiously, seized 
him, for he had circumcised his son. She threw 
the foreskin at Mosheh’s feet, saying; You are 
a bridegroom of blood to me! 

26 But he fled from there, when Zipporah 
said; You are a bridegroom of blood! concerning 
the circumcision. 

27 And Yahweh said to Aaron: Go into the 
wilderness desert to meet Mosheh. So he went, 
and met him at the mountain of Yahweh, and 
kissed him. 

28 So Mosheh told Aaron all the words of 
Yahweh Who had sent him, and all the signs 
that He had commanded him. 

29 Then Mosheh and Aaron gathered together 
all the elders of the children of Israyl, 

30 And Aaron told them all the words Yahweh 
had spoken to Mosheh. He also performed the 
signs in the sight of the people; and the people 
believed. 

31 And when they heard that Yahweh was 
concerned for the children of Israyl, and that 
He had seen their affliction, then they bowed 
their heads and worshipped. 


CHAP. 5 


Afterward “'Mosheh and Aaron went to Pha- 
raoh, and said; This is what Yahweh Almighty, 
Father of Israyl, says: Let my people go, so they 
may hold a feast to Me in the wilderness. 

2 Then Pharaoh said; Who is Yahweh, that 
I should obey Him; and let Israyl go? I do not 
know Yahweh! And I will not let Israyl go! 

3 So they said; The Mighty Father of the 
Hebrews has met with us. Let us take three 
days’ journey into the desert, and sacrifice to 
Yahweh; or He may strike us with plagues or 
with the sword. 

4 But the king of Egypt said to them; Mosheh 
and Aaron, why are you taking the people from 
their work? Get back to your labor! 

5 Then Pharaoh said; Look, the people of 
the land are numerous, and you are stopping 
them from working! 

6 So the same day Pharaoh gave this com- 
mand to the slavedrivers of the people and to 
the foremen in charge, saying; 

7 You are no longer to supply the people with 
straw to make bricks, as you have previously. 
Let them go and gather straw for themselves. 

8 But, you are to require the same quota of 
bricks which they made previously. You shall 
not reduce their quota. They are lazy! That is 
why they are crying out: Let us go and sacrifice 
to our Father. 


9 “Let their work be hard, so the men will be 
employed at it and not standing around listening 
to lying words! 

10 Then the slavedrivers and the foremen of 
the people went out, and spoke to the people, 
saying; Pharaoh says: I will not give you straw 
any more. 

11 Go, and gather your own straw, wherever 
you can find it; but your work will not be reduced 
at all! 

12 So the people scattered throughout all 
the land of Egypt, in order to gather stubble to 
use for straw. 

13 And the slavedrivers kept pressing them 
to hurry, saying; Complete your work, your daily 
quota required of you each day, just as when you 
had straw! 

14 And the foremen of the children of Israyl, 
whom Pharaob’s slavedrivers had appointed, were 
beaten, and asked; Why haven’t you performed 
your assigned work, by making your assigned 
quota of bricks, both yesterday and today, as 
you have previously? 

15 Then the foremen of the children of Israyl 
went and appealed to Pharaoh, saying; Why are 
you dealing this way with your servants? 

16 There is no straw given to your servants, 
yet they say to us; Make bricks! Your servants 
are being beaten, but the fault is in your own 
people. 

17 But Pharaoh said to them; You are lazy! 
You are lazy! That is why you keep saying: Let 
us go, to sacrifice to Yahweh! 

18 So now; go and work! No straw will be 
given to you; yet you must produce your full 
quota of bricks! 

19 The foremen of the children of Israyl 
realized they were in trouble, after it was said; 
You shall not reduce the number of bricks from 
your daily quota. 

20 So, when they came out from Pharaoh, 
Rithey found Mosheh and Aaron, who were 
waiting to meet them. 

21 The foremen said to them; May Yahweh 
look on you, and judge; for you have made us 
a stench to Pharaoh and his servants, and have 
put a sword in their hand to kill us. 

22 So Mosheh returned to Yahweh, and said; 
O Yahweh, why have You brought trouble upon 
this people? Is this why You have sent me? 

23 Ever since I went to Pharaoh to speak 
with Your Name, he has brought trouble upon 
this people, and You have not delivered Your 
people at all. 


CHAP. 6 


Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: Now you will 
see what I will do to Pharaoh. Because of My 
mighty hand, he will let them go. Because of 
My mighty hand, he will drive them out of his 
country. 

2 And Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, and said 
to him: I am Yahweh. 


G2. The more cruelly that 
tyrants rage, the nearer is 
Yahweh’s help. 


R1. The Hebrew sages say 
that these who were com- 
plaining and quarreling 
against Mosheh were Dathan 
and Abiram, who later led 
the rebellion against Mosheh 
that is chronicled in Num- 
bers Chapter 16.

G1. Yahweh signifies that 
He will perform in deed 
that which he promised to 
their forefathers, because 
His Name Yahweh declares 
that He is constant, and will 
perform His Promise. 


G2. It is so hard to show 
true obedience. 


3 I appeared to Abraham, to Isaac, and to 
Yaaqob as Yl Shaddai; Almighty Strength, but 
by MY NAME “YAHWEH, was I not known 
to them? 

4 I have also established My covenant with 
them, to give them the land of Canaan, the land 
of their journeys where they were strangers. 

5 Moreover, I have also heard the groaning 
of the children of Israyl, whom the Egyptians 
keep in slavery; and I have remembered My 
covenant. 

6 Therefore, say to the children of Israyl; I 
am Yahweh, and I will bring you out from un- 
der the yoke of the Egyptians. I will free you 
from their bondage, and I will redeem you with 
an outstretched arm, and with mighty acts of 
judgment. 

7 Iwill take you as My people, and I will be 
your Heavenly Father. Then you will know that 
Iam Yahweh your Father Who brought you out 
from under the yoke of the Egyptians. 

8 And I will bring you into the land which I 
lifted up My hand, vowing, to give to Abraham, 
Isaac, and Yaaqob; and I will give it to you as 
a possession: I am Yahweh. 

9 So Mosheh reported this to the children of 
Israyl; but they would not listen to Mosheh, 
because of their discouraged spirit and cruel 
bondage. 

10 And Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

11 Go, tell Pharaoh king of Egypt that he 
must let the children of Israyl go out of his 
country. 

12 But Mosheh spoke to Yahweh, saying; If 
the children of Israyl will not listen to me, why 
then should Pharaoh listen, since I speak with 
faltering lips? 

13 Now Yahweh spoke to Mosheh and Aaron 
about the children of Israyl and about Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, and He commanded them to bring 
the children of Israyl out of Egypt. 

14 These were the heads of their fathers’ 
houses: The sons of Reuben, the firstborn of 
Israyl, were Hanoch, Pallu, Hezron, and Carmi. 
These are the clans of Reuben. 

15 And the sons of Simeon were Yemuel, 
Yamin, Ohad, Yachin, Zohar, and Shaul the son 
of a Canaanite woman. These were the clans of 
Simeon. 

16 These were the names of the sons of Levi 
according to their begettings: Gershon, Kohath, 
and Merari. And Levi lived one hundred and 
thirty-seven years. 

17 The sons of Gershon were Libni and Shi- 
mei according to their clans. 

18 And the sons of Kohath were Amram, 
Izhar, Hebron, and Uzziel. And Kohath lived 
one hundred and thirty-three years. 

19 The sons of Merari were Mahli and Mushi. 
These were the clans of Levi according to their 
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EXODUS 7 


begettings. 

20 Now Amram married !Yahchebed, his 
father’s sister, and she bore him Aaron and 
Mosheh. And Amram lived one hundred and 
thirty-seven years. 

21 The sons of Izhar were Korah, Nepheg, 
and Zichri. 

22 And the sons of Uzziel were Mishael, El- 
zaphan, and Zithri. 

23 Aaron married Elisheba, daughter of 
Amminadab, sister of Naashon; and she bore 
him Nadab, Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. 

24 And the sons of Korah were Assir, Elka- 
nah, and Abiasaph. These are the clans of the 
Korahites. 

25 Eleazar, Aaron’s son, married one of the 
daughters of Putiel, and she bore him Phine- 
has. These are the heads of the fathers of the 
Levites, according to their clans. 

26 These two men are the same Aaron and 
Mosheh to whom Yahweh said: Bring out the 
children of Israyl from the land of Egypt by 
their divisions. 

27 They are the ones who spoke to Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, to bring out the children of Israyl 
from Egypt. ®'These are the same Mosheh and 
Aaron. 

28 It came to pass on the day Yahweh spoke 
to Mosheh in the land of Egypt, 

29 That Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 
Iam Yahweh. Tell Pharaoh king of Egypt all 
that I tell you. 

30 But Mosheh said to Yahweh; Behold, since 
I speak with faltering lips, why should Pharaoh 
listen to me? 


CHAP. 7 


Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: Behold I have 
made you as a “mighty one to Pharaoh, and 
Aaron your brother will be your prophet. 

2 You are to speak all that I command you; 
and Aaron your brother is to tell Pharaoh that 
he must let the children of Israyl go out of his 
country; 

3 But I will harden Pharaoh’s heart. Even 
though I will multiply My signs and My wonders 
in the land of Egypt, 

4 Pharaoh will not listen to you. Then I will 
lay My hand upon Egypt, and bring My armies 
and My people, the children of Israyl, out of 
the land of Egypt by “‘mighty acts of judgment. 

5 And the Egyptians shall know that I am 
Yahweh, when I stretch out My hand against 
Egypt, and bring the children of Israyl from 
among them. 

6 And Mosheh and Aaron did just as Yahweh 
commanded them; this they did. 


1. Verse 6:20——Yahchebed means: Yahweh is made Glorious. 


R1. Mosheh and Aaron re- 
mained always the same in 
carrying out their mission to 
speak to Pharaoh, and they 
never wavered. 


G3. Yahweh gave Mosheh 
and Aaron power and au- 
thority to speak in His Name 
and to execute His judgment 
on Pharaoh. 


G4. To strengthen Mosheh’s 
faith, Yahweh again prom- 
ised to most sharply punish 
those who were oppressing 
His House. 


R1. A sign to prove there 
is power in Him Who sent 
you. 


G1. These were Iannes and 
lambres (II Timothy 3:8) 
who wickedly and malicious- 
ly strove to resist Yahweh 
and His truth. 


R2. Pharaoh went into the 
water to relieve himself. 
Pharaoh proclaimed to the 
Egyptian people that he was 
a god (el), and asserted that 
because of his divine pow- 
er (his power as a god; e/), 
he did not have to relieve 
himself. Therefore, Pharaoh 
would rise early in the morn- 
ing before anyone else was 
awake, go to the Nile, and 
relieve himself in secret. 
R3. The Egyptians wor- 
shipped the Nile as a god 
(el); therefore, Yahweh first 
struck their god (el) and af- 
terwards struck them. 
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7 And Mosheh was eighty years old and Aa- 
ron was eighty-three years old when they spoke 
to Pharaoh. 

8 Then Yahweh spoke to Mosheh and Aaron, 
saying: 

9 When Pharaoh speaks to you, saying; ®'Per- 
form a miracle for me. Then you shall say to 
Aaron: Take your staff and throw it down in 
front of Pharaoh, to become a serpent. 

10 So Mosheh and Aaron went to Pharaoh 
and did just as Yahweh commanded them; Aaron 
threw down his staff in front of Pharaoh and 
his officials, and it became a serpent. 

11 Pharaoh then summoned the wise men, 
and the sorcerers; and the “magicians of Egypt 
did the same things with their secret arts: 

12 Every magician threw down his staff, and 
they became serpents. But Aaron’s staff swal- 
lowed up their staffs. 

13 Yet Pharaoh’s heart became hard and he 
would not listen to them, just as Yahweh had 
said. 

14 So Yahweh said to Mosheh: Pharaoh’s 
heart is hard and unyielding; he refuses to let 
the people go. 

15 Go to Pharaoh in the morning, when he 
®290es out to the water. You shall wait by the 
river’s bank to meet him; and the staff which 
was turned to a serpent, you shall take in your 
hand. 

16 Then say unto him; Yahweh, the Mighty 
Father of the Hebrews, has sent me to you to 
say: Let My people go, that they may worship 
Me in the wilderness; but until now you have 
not listened. 

17 Thus says Yahweh: By this you will know 
that I am Yahweh: With the staff that is in my 
hand, I will strike the water of the Nile; and 
it will be changed into blood. 

18 The fish in the river shall die, the river 
shall stink, and the Egyptians will be unable to 
drink the water of the river. 

19 Then Yahweh spoke to Mosheh: Say to 
Aaron; Take your staff and stretch out your hand 
over the waters of Egypt—over their streams, 
over their rivers, over their ponds, and over all 
their reservoirs—and they will turn to blood. 
There shall be blood throughout all the land of 
Egypt, both in wood and stone jars and buckets. 

20 And Mosheh and Aaron did just as Yahweh

commanded. So he raised the staff and struck 
the waters of the Nile, in the sight of Pharaoh 
and of his officials; and all the waters in the 
river were turned to blood. 

21 The fish in the river died, the river stank, 
and the Egyptians could not drink the water of 
the river. Blood was throughout all the land of 
Egypt. 

22 But the magicians of Egypt did the same 
things by their *“secret arts; and Pharaoh’s heart 
became hard, and he would not listen to them, 
just as Yahweh had said. 

23 And Pharaoh turned and went into his 
palace; and his heart was not moved by this. 

24 So all the Egyptians dug along the Nile 
for water to drink, because they could not drink 
the water in the river. 

25 And seven days passed after Yahweh had 
struck the river. 
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Then Yahweh spoke to Mosheh: Go to Pha- 
raoh, and say to him; Thus says Yahweh: Let 
My people go, so they may worship Me. 

2 But if you refuse to let them go, then I will 
plague all your country with frogs; 

3 The Nile River will teem with frogs which 
shall go up, and come into your house, into your 
bedchamber, on your bed, into the houses of 
your officials, on your people, into your ovens, 
and into your kneading troughs. 

4 The frogs shall go up on you, and on your 
people, and on all your officials. 

5 Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: Tell Aaron; 
Stretch out your hand with your staff over the 
streams, over the canals, and over the ponds; 
and make frogs come up on the land of Egypt. 

6 So Aaron stretched out his hand over the 
waters of Egypt; and the frogs came up and 
covered the land of Egypt. 

7 But the magicians did the same things with 
their secret arts, and also brought up frogs on 
the land of Egypt. 

8 Then Pharaoh summoned Mosheh and 
Aaron, and said; ®°Pray to Yahweh that He 
will take away the frogs from me and from my 
people, and I will let the people go to offer 
sacrifices to Yahweh. 

9 And Mosheh said to Pharaoh; I leave to 
you the honor of setting the time for me to 
intercede in prayer for you, and your officials, 
and your people—to rid the frogs from you and 
your houses, and that they remain in the Nile 
only. 

10 So Pharaoh said; Tomorrow. And Mosheh 
said; Jt will be according to your word, in order 
that you may know that there is no One like 


R4. The magicians called 
upon demons in secret to 
perform their magic tricks. 


G2. Utter fear (not love) 
causes even the most evil 
people to seek Yahweh. 


G1. The prayers of righ- 
teous men avail very much 
(Yaaqob 5:16). Therefore 
Yahweh often hears the 
prayers of the righteous on 
behalf of the wicked. 


G2. Yahweh confounded 
the magicians’ wisdom and 
secret arts. 


G3. The magicians were 
now forced to admit that 
these plagues were coming 
from Yahweh and not by 
their secret arts. 


R1. Our sacrifices are an 
abomination to the Egyp- 
tians because we sacrifice 
sheep and cattle, which the 
Egyptians reverence as gods 
(elohim). 


Yahweh our Heavenly Father. 

11 The frogs will depart from you, from your 
houses, from your officials, and from your peo- 
ple; and they will remain in the Nile only. 

12 And Mosheh and Aaron went out from 
Pharaoh; and Mosheh cried out to Yahweh 
concerning the frogs which He had brought 
against Pharaoh. 

13 So Yahweh did as Mosheh requested, and 
the °'frogs died out of the houses, out of the 
courtyards, and out of the fields; 

14 They gathered them together in heaps, 
and the land stank. 

15 But when Pharaoh saw there was relief, he 
hardened his heart, and did not listen to them, 
just as Yahweh had said. 

16 So Yahweh said to Mosheh: Tell Aaron; 
Stretch out your staff and strike the dust of the 
ground, and it will become gnats throughout all 
the land of Egypt. 

17 And they did as Yahweh commanded; 
Aaron stretched out his hand with his staff and 
struck the dust of the earth; and it became gnats 
on man and beast. All the dust of the ground 
became gnats throughout all the land of Egypt. 

18 But when the magicians tried to produce 
gnats by their secret arts, “they could not. So 
there were gnats on man and beast. 

19 Then the magicians said to Pharaoh; 
This is the finger of Yahweh. But Pharaoh’s 
heart was hard, and he would not listen; just as 
Yahweh had said. 

20 Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: Rise early 
in the morning, and confront Pharaoh as he 
comes out to the water, and say to him; Thus 
says Yahweh: Let My people go, that they may 
worship Me. 

21 But if you will not let My people go, I will 
send the fly upon you and your officials, on your 
people and into your houses. The houses of the 
Egyptians, and the ground also, will be full of 
flies. 

22 But on that day I will deal differently 
with, and sever, the land of Goshen where My 
people live; no flies will be there, in order that 
you will know that I, Yahweh, am in this land. 

23 I will make a distinction, and put a deliv- 
erance, between My people and your people. 
Tomorrow shall this sign be. 

24 And Yahweh did this. Dense swarms of 
flies poured into Pharaoh’s palace and into the 
houses of his officials; and throughout Egypt 
the land was ruined because of the flies. 

25 Then Pharaoh summoned Mosheh and 
Aaron, and said; Go, sacrifice to Yahweh here 
in the land. 

26 But Mosheh said; That would not be right 
to do. The sacrifices we offer Yahweh our Father 
would be ®'detestable to the Egyptians. And if 
we offer sacrifices that are detestable in their 
sight, will they not stone us? 

27 We must go three days’ journey into the 


EXODUS 9 


wilderness and sacrifice to Yahweh our Father 
as He has commanded us. 

28 Pharaoh said; I will let you go to sacrifice 
to Yahweh your Father in the wilderness, only 
you must not go very far away, and pray for me. 

29 And Mosheh answered; As soon as I leave 
you, I will pray to Yahweh, and tomorrow the 
flies will leave Pharaoh, his officials and his 
people. Only be sure that Pharaoh does not 
deal deceitfully any further, by not letting the 
people go to offer sacrifices to Yahweh. 

30 So Mosheh went out from Pharaoh, and 
prayed to Yahweh. 

31 And Yahweh did according to the request 
of Mosheh; He removed the flies from Pharaoh, 
from his officials, and from his people. Not one 
remained. 

32 But Pharaoh hardened his heart this time 
also, and he would not let the people go. 
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Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: Go in to Pha- 
raoh, and tell him; Thus says Yahweh, the Mighty 
One of the Hebrews; Let My people go, that 
they may worship Me. 

2 For if you refuse to let them go, and con- 
tinue to hold them back, 

3 The hand of Yahweh will bring a terrible 
plague on your livestock in the field: on your 
horses, and donkeys, and camels, and on your 
cattle, and sheep, and goats. 

4 But Yahweh will “*make a difference be- 
tween the livestock of Israyl and the livestock 
of Egypt: Nothing shall die of all which belongs 
to the children of Israyl. 

5 And Yahweh appointed a set time, and 
said: Tomorrow Yahweh will do this thing in 
the land. 

6 And Yahweh did this thing on the next 
day, and all the livestock of Egypt died; but of 
the livestock of the children of Israyl, not one 
died. 

7 Then Pharaoh sent men to investigate, 
and found not even one of the animals of the 
children of Israyl had died. Yet his heart was 
hardened and unyielding, and he would not let 
the people go. 

8 Then Yahweh said to Mosheh and Aaron: 
Take for yourselves handfuls of soot from a 
furnace, and let Mosheh toss it into the air in 
the sight of Pharaoh. 

9 It will become fine dust in all the land of 
Egypt, and it will cause boils that fester on man 
and beast throughout all the land of Egypt. 

10 So they took soot from the furnace and 
stood before Pharaoh; and Mosheh tossed the 
soot into the air, and it caused boils that festered 
on man and beast. 

11 And the magicians could not at all stand 
before Mosheh because of the boils, for the 


G4. Yahweh will declare His 
heavy judgment against His 
enemies, but His mercy to 
His children. 


G1. So that all the world 
will magnify My Power. 


G2. The words of a true 
minister of Yahweh (a 
prophet, priest, or elder) 
are the words of Yahweh, 
because Yahweh’s ministers 
will only speak that which 
Yahweh instructs them to 
speak. Malakyah 2:7. 


G3. The wicked will confess 
their sins, even to their own 
condemnation, but they do 
not believe the only way to 
salvation. 
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boils were on the magicians and on all the 
Egyptians. 

12 But Yahweh hardened the heart of Pha- 
raoh, and he would not listen to them; just as 
Yahweh had said to Mosheh. 

13 Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: Rise early 
in the morning, and confront Pharaoh, saying 
to him; Thus says Yahweh, the Mighty One of 
the Hebrews: Let My people go, that they may 
worship Me, 

14 Or this time I will send the full force of My 
plagues against you, and against your officials, 
and your people, in order that you may know 
there is none like Me in all the earth. 

15 For by now I could have stretched out 
My hand, and struck you and your people with 
a plague that would have wiped you from the 
earth; 

16 But I have raised you up and spared you 
for this very purpose: that I might show you 
MY POWER, and that MY NAME might be 
proclaimed in all the earth. 

17 As yet, you still exalt yourself against My 
people, by not letting them go. 

18 Therefore, at this time tomorrow I will 
send the worst hailstorm that has ever fallen on 
Egypt, from the day it was founded until now. 

19 Behold, send now and gather your livestock 
and all that you have in the field; for the hail 
shall come down on every man and every beast 
which is found in the field, and is not brought 
home; and they shall die. 

20 Those who feared the word of Yahweh 
among the officials of Pharaoh, made his ser- 
vants and livestock flee to their houses; 

21 But those who did not regard the word 
of Yahweh left his servants and livestock in the 
fields. 

22 Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: Stretch 
out your hand toward the sky, so that hail may 
fall upon all the land of Egypt—on man, on 
beast, and on every thing growing in the field, 
throughout the land of Egypt. 

23 So Mosheh stretched out his staff toward 
the sky, and Yahweh sent thunder, hail, and 
flashing lightning to the ground. So Yahweh 
rained hail on the land of Egypt. 

24 Hail fell, and lightning flashed back and 
forth with the hail. It was the worst storm in all 
the land of Egypt since it had become a nation. 

25 Throughout Egypt hail struck everything 
in the fields, both men and animals: it beat down 
everything growing in the fields, and stripped 
every tree. 

26 Only in the land of Goshen, where the 
children of Israyl were, there was no hail. 

27 Then Pharaoh summoned Mosheh and 
Aaron, and said to them; “I have sinned this 
time. Yahweh is in the right and my people and 
I are in the wrong. 
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28 Pray to Yahweh that there may be no 
more mighty thundering and hail; for we have 
had enough. I will let you go, and you shall not 
have to stay any longer. 

29 Then Mosheh said to Pharaoh; As soon 
as I have gone out of the city, I will spread out 
my hands in prayer to Yahweh; the thunder will 
cease, and there will be no more hail, in order 
that you may know that the earth is Yahweh’s. 

30 But I know that you and your officials still 
do not yet fear Yahweh our Heavenly Father. 

31 Now the flax and the barley were struck; 
destroyed in the hail, for the barley was in the 
green ear and the flax was in the bloom. 

32 But the wheat and the spelt were not 
struck, for they were not grown up, ripening later. 

33 So Mosheh went out of the city from 
Pharaoh, and spread out his hands in prayer 
to Yahweh; then the thunder and hail ceased, 
and the rain stopped pouring on the earth. 

34 When Pharaoh saw that the rain, the hail, 
and the thunder had ceased, he sinned yet more, 
and he and his officials hardened their hearts. 

35 So Pharaoh’s heart was hardened, and he 
would not let the children of Israyl go; just as 
Yahweh had said through Mosheh. 


CHAP. 10 


Ana Yahweh said to Mosheh: Go to Pharaoh; 
for I have hardened his heart and the hearts 
of his officials, in order that I may perform My 
signs in front of them, 

2 And that you may “tell your children and 
your children’s children how I dealt harshly 
with the Egyptians, and how I performed My 
signs among them; that you may know that I 
am Yahweh. 

3 So Mosheh and Aaron came in to Pharaoh, 
and said to him; This is what Yahweh, the Father 
of the Hebrews, says: How long will you refuse 
to “humble yourself before Me? Let My people 
go, that they may worship Me. 

4 Or else, if you refuse to let My people go, 
tomorrow I will bring locusts into your country; 

5 They will cover the face of the ground, so 
that it cannot be seen. They will devour what 
little you have left after the hail, including every 
tree that is growing in your fields. 

6 They will fill your houses, the houses of all 
your officials, and the houses of all the Egyptians, 
which neither your fathers, nor your fathers’ 
fathers have ever seen, from the day they settled 
in this land until now. Then Mosheh turned and 
left Pharaoh. 

7 And Pharaoh’s officials said to him; How 
long shall this man be a snare to us? Let the 
people go, so they may worship Yahweh their 
Heavenly Father. Do you not yet realize that 
Egypt is ruined? 


G4. The great acts of de- 
liverance Yahweh has per- 
formed should be remem- 
bered and spoken of from 
generation to generation. 
Parents should never fail 
to speak of these great acts 
of Yahweh’s deliverance to 
their children. 


G5. Yahweh brings forth 
affliction so that we will 
humble ourselves with true 
repentance under the hand 
of Yahweh. Yaaqob 4:10. 


G1. When in trouble, the 
wicked will seek Yahweh’s 
ministers for help even 
though the wicked hate and 
detest them. 


8 So Mosheh and Aaron were brought back 
to Pharaoh, and he said to them; Go! Serve 
Yahweh! But who are the ones that will be go- 
ing? 

9 Then Mosheh answered; We will go with 
our young and our old; with our sons and our 
daughters; and with our flocks and our herds 
we will go, for we must hold a feast to Yahweh. 

10 Then Pharaoh said to them; May Yahweh 
be with you, as assuredly as I will let you and 
your little ones go! An evil intention is what 
you harbor, planning to leave Egypt with all your 
belongings is standing plainly before your face! 
It is evident to all. 

11 No! Only the men may go and worship 
Yahweh, since that is what you have been ask- 
ing for. Then Mosheh and Aaron were driven 
out of Pharaoh’s presence. 

12 And Yahweh said to Mosheh: Stretch out 
your hand over Egypt, so the locusts will swarm 
over the land, and devour everything growing 
in the fields; everything left by the hail. 

13 So Mosheh stretched out his staff over 
the land of Egypt; and Yahweh made an east 
wind blow across the land all that day and all 
that night. By morning the wind had brought 
the locusts; 

14 They invaded all Egypt, and settled down 
in every area of the country in great numbers. 
Never before had there been such a plague of 
locusts, nor will there ever be again. 

15 The locusts covered all the ground, until 
it was darkened. They devoured all that was left 
after the hail, everything growing in the fields, 
and the fruit on the trees. Nothing green re- 
mained on tree or plant in all the land of Egypt. 

16 Then Pharaoh quickly summoned Mosheh 
and Aaron, and said; S'I have sinned against 
Yahweh your Father, and against you. 

17 Now therefore, please forgive my sin only 
this once, and pray to Yahweh your Father that 
He may take away from me this death only. 

18 So Mosheh went out from Pharaoh, and 
entreated Yahweh in prayer. 

19 And Yahweh turned a very strong west 
wind, which took the locusts away and blew 
them into the Red Sea. There remained not 
one locust in all the territory of Egypt. 

20 But Yahweh hardened Pharaoh’s heart, 
and he did not let the children of Israyl go. 

21 Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: Stretch 
out your hand toward the sky, that there may 
be darkness over the land of Egypt; darkness 
that can be felt. 

22 So Mosheh stretched out his hand toward 
the sky, and there was thick darkness in all the 
land of Egypt for three days. 

23 No one could see anyone else or leave 
his place for three days. Yet all the children of 
Israyl had light in the places where they lived. 
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24 Then Pharaoh summoned Mosheh and 
said; Go! Serve Yahweh! Even your women and 
children may go with you; only let your flocks 
and your herds be kept back. 

25 But Mosheh said; You must allow us to 
have sacrifices and burnt offerings to present 
to Yahweh. 

26 Our livestock shall also go with us; not a 
hoof shall be left behind. We have to use some 
of them in worshiping Yahweh our Father, and 
until we get there, ®we will not know what we 
are to use to worship Yahweh. 

27 But Yahweh hardened Pharaoh’s heart, 
and he would not let them go. 

28 Then Pharaoh said to Mosheh; Get away 
from me! Make sure you do not appear before 
me again! For in the day you see my face, “you 
shall die! 

29 And Mosheh said; You have spoken truth- 
fully; I will never see your face again. 
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Now Yahweh had said to Mosheh: I will yet 
bring one more plague on Pharaoh and on Egypt. 
Afterward he will let you go from here. When 
he lets you go, he will surely drive you out of 
here completely. 

2 Tell the people that men and women alike 
are to ask their neighbors for articles of silver 
and gold. 

3 Yahweh had made the Egyptians honorably 
disposed toward the people. Moreover, the 
man Mosheh was highly regarded in Egypt by 
Pharaoh’s officials and by the people. 

4 Then Mosheh said; Thus says Yahweh: 
About midnight I will go through the midst of 
Egypt; 

5 Every firstborn son in Egypt will die, from 
the firstborn of Pharaoh who sits on his throne, 
even to the firstborn of the maidservant who is 
at her handmill, including all the firstborn of 
the cattle, as well. 

6 Then there will be loud wailing throughout 
all the land of Egypt, such as was not like it 
before, nor shall ever be like it again. 

7 But among the children of Israyl not a dog 
will whet his tongue at any man or animal. Then 
you will know that Yahweh makes a distinction, 
and a deliverance, between Egypt and Israyl; 

8 And all these officials of yours will come 
to me, bowing down before me, and saying; Go! 
Get out, you and all the people who follow you! 
After that, I will go out. Then Mosheh went out 
from Pharaoh in hot anger. 

9 But Yahweh said to Mosheh: Pharaoh will 
not listen to you, in order “that My wonders 
may be multiplied in the land of Egypt. 

10 So Mosheh and Aaron did all these won- 


G2. The ministers of 
Yahweh must not yield or 
compromise Yahweh’s way 
with the wicked in even the 
least point.

G3. Even though Pharaoh 
had already acknowledged 
Mosheh to be a righteous 
man, he still desired an ex- 
cuse to kill Mosheh.

R1. Yahweh pointed out 
the moon to Mosheh when 
it was in its first visible 
crescent, just after sunset 
ending that day. Yahweh 
then told Mosheh that when 
this first visible crescent was 
seen, a new moon was to be 
proclaimed, and if this new 
moon was the first moon of 
Yahweh’s Sacred Year, it was 
to be proclaimed through- 
out all the land that the first 
moon of Yahweh’s Sacred 
Year had begun.

CHAP. 12 


Ana Yahweh said to Mosheh and Aaron in 
the land of Egypt: 

2 ®'This Moon shall be your beginning of 
Moons; it shall be the First Moon of the Year 
to you. 

3 Speak to all the congregation of Israyl, 
saying; On the Tenth Day of this First Moon, 
each man is to take a “lamb for his family, one 
for each household. 

4 If any household is too small for the lamb, 
let him and his brother next to his house share it, 
having taken into account the number of people 
there are. You are to determine the amount 
of lamb needed in accordance with what each 
person will eat. 

5 Your lamb must be without blemish, a male 
of the first year. You may take it from the sheep 
or from the goats: 

6 And you must keep it until the Fourteenth 
Day of the same Moon: then the whole mul- 
titude of the congregation of Isray] shall kill it 
'between the two evenings. 

7 And they shall take some of the blood and 
put it on the sides and tops of the doorframes 
of the houses, in which they eat the lamb. 

8 Then they must eat the meat in that night; 
roasted in fire. With unleavened bread and with 
bitter herbs they shall eat it. 

9 Do not eat it raw, nor boiled at all with 
water; only roasted in fire, its head with its legs, 
and with its entrails. 

10 And you must let nothing of it remain 
until morning; but that which remains of it until 
morning, you must burn with fire. 

11 And in this way you shall eat it: with a 
belt on your waist, your sandals on your feet, 
and your staff in your hand. Eat it in haste; it 
is Yahweh’s Passover, 

12 For I will pass through the land of Egypt 
this night, and strike down all the firstborn in 
the land of Egypt; both men and animals, and I 
will execute judgment on all the gods (elohim) 
of Egypt. I am Yahweh. 

13 And the blood will be a "sign for you on 
the houses where you are. And when I see the 
blood, I will pass over you; and the plague shall 
not be upon you to destroy you, when I strike 
the land of Egypt. 

14 And this day shall be to you for a mem- 
orial; and you shall keep it as a Feast to Yahweh 
throughout your generations. You shall keep it 
as a Feast by an Ordinance forever. 

15 ‘Seven days you must eat unleavened bread. 
On the day before you must remove leaven from

your houses. For whoever eats leavened bread 
from the first day through the seventh day of 
Yahweh’s Feast of Unleavened Bread, that person 
will be cut off from Israyl. 

16 On the first day there shall be a Holy Con- 
vocation, and on the seventh day there shall be 
a Holy Convocation for you. No manner of work 
shall be done on these days; except that which 
everyone must eat—that only may be done by 
you. 

17 And you must observe the Feast of Un- 
leavened Bread, for it was on this very day that 
I brought your divisions out of Egypt; therefore, 
you shall observe this day throughout your gen- 
erations by an ordinance forever. 

18 S!In the First Moon, on the Fourteenth 
Day of the Moon at evening, you must eat unlea- 
vened bread until the Twenty-First day of the 
Moon at evening. 

19 Seven days no leaven shall be found in 
your houses; for whoever eats what is leavened, 
that same person shall be cut off from the con- 
gregation of Israyl, whether a stranger or a 
native of the land. 

20 You must eat nothing leavened. In all your 
habitations you must eat unleavened bread. 

21 Then Mosheh summoned all the elders 
of Israyl, and said to them; Go out, select and 
take a lamb according to your families, and kill 
the Passover lamb. 

22 And you shall take a bunch of hyssop, and 
dip it into the blood that is in the basin, and put 
some of the blood on the top and on both sides 
of the doorframe; and not one of you must go 
out of the door of his house until the morning; 

23 For Yahweh will pass through to strike 
down the Egyptians; and when He sees the blood 
on the top and sides of the doorframe, Yahweh 
will PASS OVER that doorway, and will not 
permit the Destroyer to enter your houses, and 
strike you down. 

24 And you shall observe this thing as an 
ordinance for you and your sons forever. 

25 And it will be, when you have come into 
the “land which Yahweh will give you, just as 
He has promised, that you shall observe this 
ceremony. 

26 And when your children ask you: What 
do you mean by this service? 

27 Then you are to tell them; It is the Pass- 
over Sacrifice to Yahweh, Who passed over the 
houses of the children of Israyl in Egypt, and 
spared our houses when He struck down the 
Egyptians. So the people “bowed their heads 
and worshiped. 

28 Then the children of Israyl went away, and 
did just as Yahweh had commanded Mosheh 
and Aaron, so they did. 

29 And it came to pass at midnight that Yah- 
weh struck down all the firstborn in the land of 
Egypt, from the firstborn of Pharaoh who sat on 
the throne, to the firstborn of the captives in the

dungeon, and all the firstborn of the livestock. 

30 Pharaoh, and all his officials, and all the 
Egyptians rose up during the night, and there 
was loud wailing in Egypt, for there was not a 
house where there was not one dead. 

31 And he summoned for Mosheh and Aaron 
by night, and said; Get up! Leave from among 
my people, both you and the children of Israyl. 
Go! Serve Yahweh as you have said. 

32 Also take your flocks and your herds, as 
you have said, and be gone! Bless me also. 

33 And the Egyptians urged the people, that 
they might hurry them out of the land. For they 
said; We shall all be dead. 

34 "So the people took their dough before it 
was leavened, and carried it on their shoulders 
in kneading troughs wrapped in clothing. 

35 Now the children of Israyl had done as 
Mosheh had instructed, and they had already 
asked the Egyptians for articles of silver and 
gold, and for clothing. 

36 And Yahweh had given the people honor 
in the sight of the Egyptians, so that they gave 
them what they had asked for. In this way, they 
plundered the Egyptians. 

37 Then the children of Israyl journeyed 
from Rameses to Succoth. There were about six 
hundred thousand men on foot, besides women 
and children. 

38 And a mixed multitude of people also 
went up with them, as well as large droves of 
livestock, both flocks and herds. 

39 And they baked unleavened cakes from 
the dough they had brought out of Egypt; for 
it was not leavened, because they were driven 
out of Egypt, and could not wait, neither had 
they prepared provisions for themselves. 

40 Now the 'sojourning of the children of 
Israyl and of their fathers, which they sojourned 
in the land of Canaan and the land of Egypt, 
was 430 years. 

41 And at the end of the four hundred and 
thirty years, on that very same day it came to 
pass that all Yahweh’s divisions went out from 
the land of Egypt. 

42 It is a *night to be much observed unto 
Yahweh for bringing them out of the land of 
Egypt; this is that night of Yahweh to be observ- 
ed by all the children of Israyl throughout their 
generations. 

43 And Yahweh said to Mosheh and Aar- 
on: This is the ordinance of the Passover: No 
stranger is to eat of it; 

44 But every man’s slave who is bought for 
money, when you have circumcised him, then 
he may eat it. 

45 A foreigner and a hired servant may not 
eat it. 

46 It must be eaten inside one house; take 
none of the meat outside the house; ‘neither 
shall you break any of its bones.

47 All the congregation of the children of 
Israyl shall *sacrifice it. 

48 And when a stranger “lives among you and 
wants to sacrifice the Passover to Yahweh, let 
all his males be circumcised, and then let him 
come near, and sacrifice it; and he shall be as a 
native of the land. But no ‘uncircumcised person 
shall eat of it. 

49 ‘One Law S'shall be for the native-born 
and for the stranger who dwells among you. 

50 Thus all the children of Israyl did; just 
as Yahweh commanded Mosheh and Aaron, 
so they did. 

51 And it came to pass on that very same day 
that Yahweh brought the children of Israyl out 
of the land of Egypt by their divisions. 


CHAP. 13 


Then Yahweh spoke to Mosheh saying: 

2 Consecrate, sanctifying to Me every first- 
born male. The first offspring of every womb 
among the children of Israyl belongs to Me, 
both of man and animal; it is Mine. 

3 And Mosheh said to the people; YRemem- 
ber this day in which you went out of Egypt, 
out of the house of bondage; for by strength of 
hand Yahweh brought you out of it. No leavened 
bread shall be eaten, 

4 On this day you came out in the Moon 
Abib; Moon of Green Ears of Barley. 

5 And it will be when Yahweh brings you 
into the land of the Canaanites, and the Hit- 
tites, and the Amorites, and the Hivites, and the 
Yebusites, which He vowed to your fathers to 
give you, a land flowing with milk and honey, 
that you are to keep this service in this Moon. 

6 Seven days you must eat unleavened 
bread, and in the seventh day there shall be a 
feast to Yahweh. 

7 &Unleavened bread must be eaten seven 
days; and no leavened bread shall be seen with 
you, neither shall there be leaven seen with you 
in all your quarters. 

8 And in that day you shall tell your son, 
saying; This is done because of what Yahweh 
did for me when I came out of Egypt. 

9 And it shall be as a sign to you “tupon your 
hand and as a memorial between your eyes, that 
"Yahweh’s Law shall be in your mouth; for with 
a strong hand Yahweh has brought you out of 
Egypt. 

10 You shall therefore keep this ordinance 
in its season from year to year. 

11 And it shall be when Yahweh brings you 
into the land of the Canaanites, as He vowed 
to you and your forefathers, and gives it to you, 

12 That you shall set apart to Yahweh all 
that opens the womb; that is, every firstling 
that comes from an animal which you have; the 
males shall be Yahweh’s. 

13 But every firstling of a donkey you shall

14 In days to come when your son asks you, 
saying; What does this mean? Say to him; By 
strength of hand Yahweh brought us up out of 
Egypt, from the house of bondage; 

15 And when Pharaoh stubbornly refused 
to let us go, Yahweh killed every firstborn in 
Egypt, both of man and animal. This is why I 
sacrifice to Yahweh the first male offspring of 
every womb, and redeem each of my firstborn 
sons. 

16 And it shall be as a sign upon your hand 
and as frontlets between your eyes, for by strength 
of hand Yahweh brought us up out of Egypt; 

17 And when Pharaoh let the people go, 
Yahweh did not lead them through the way of 
the land of the Philistines, although that was 
shorter; for Yahweh said: If they face war, they 
might change their minds, and return to Egypt. 

18 So Yahweh led the people out by the way 
of the wilderness of the Red Sea. The children 
of Israyl went up in Starmed ranks out of the 
land of Egypt. 

19 And Mosheh took the bones of Yahseph 
with him, because Yahseph had placed the sons 
of Israyl under solemn oath, saying; Yahweh 
will surely come to your aid, and then you must 
carry my bones up with you from this place. 

20 So they traveled from Succoth, and camp- 
ed in Etham at the edge of the wilderness. 

21 And Yahweh went in front of them by 
day in a pillar of cloud, to lead their way; and 
by night in a pillar of fire, to give them light; 
so they could travel by day or night. 

22 He did not take away the pillar of cloud by 
day, nor the pillar of fire by night, from before 
the people. 


CHAP. 14 


Ana Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

2 Tell the children of Israyl to turn back and 
encamp near “Pi Hahiroth, between Migdol and 
the sea. They are to encamp by the sea, directly 
opposite Baal Zephon. 

3 By this, Pharaoh will think; The children 
of Israyl are wandering around the land in con- 
fusion, hemmed in by the desert wilderness. 

4 Then I will harden Pharaoh’s heart, so he 
will pursue them; and I will gain honor over 
Pharaoh and over all his army, that the 
Egyptians may know that I am Yahweh. And 
they did so. 

5 When the king of Egypt was told the peo- 
ple had fled, and the heart of Pharaoh and his 
officials was turned against the people, they 
then said; Why have we done this, letting Israyl 
go from serving us? 
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6 So he made ready his chariot, and took his 
army with him. 

7 He took six hundred of the best chariots, 
along with all the other chariots of Egypt; and 
officers were over all of them. 

8 So Yahweh hardened the heart of Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, and he pursued the children of 
Israyl; and the children of Israyl went out with 
a “high hand; boldly: 

9 But the Egyptians pursued them; all the 
horses and chariots of Pharaoh, his horsemen 
and his army, and overtook them camping by the 
sea beside Pi Hahiroth, opposite Baal Zephon. 

10 And as Pharaoh approached, the children 
of Israyl looked up, and behold, there were 
the Egyptians marching after them. They were 
“terrified, and the children of Israyl cried out 
to Yahweh. 

11 And they said to Mosheh; Because there 
were no graves in Egypt, have you taken us away 
to die in the wilderness? What have you done 
to us by taking us out of Egypt? 

12 Did we not say to you in Egypt: Leave us 
alone; let us serve the Egyptians? °°It would 
have been better for us to serve the Egyptians, 
than to die in this wilderness. 

13 And Mosheh said to the people; Do not 
fear, stand still, and see the salvation of Yah- 
weh, which He will accomplish for you today. 
For the Egyptians whom you see today, you 
shall see them again no more forever. 

14 Yahweh will fight for you, and you shall 
SThold your peace. 

15 Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: °*Why do 
you cry to Me? Tell the children of Israyl to go 
forward. 

16 But lift up your staff and stretch out your 
hand over the sea, to divide it; and the children 
of Israyl shall go on dry ground through the 
midst of the sea. 

17 And I indeed will harden the hearts of 
the Egyptians, and they will follow them. And 
I will gain honor over Pharaoh and over all his 
army, his chariots, and his horsemen. 

18 And the Egyptians shall know that lam 
Yahweh, when I have gained honor for Myself 
over Pharaoh, his chariots, and his horsemen. 

19 Then the malak of Yahweh, who had been 
traveling in front of Israyl’s army, withdrew 
and went behind them. The pillar of cloud also 
moved from in front of them, and stood behind 
them, 

20 Coming between the armies of Egypt 
and the camp of Israyl. Throughout the night 
the cloud brought darkness to the one side and 
light to the other side; so neither went near the 
other all night long. 

21 And Mosheh stretched out his hand over 
the sea; and Yahweh caused the sea to go back 
by a strong east wind all that night, and made 
the sea into dry ground, and the waters were 
divided.

22 And the children of Israyl went into the 
midst of the sea upon the dry ground; and the 
waters were a wall to them on their right hand, 
and on their left. 

23 And the Egyptians pursued them, going 
after them into the midst of the sea, all Pharaoh’s 
horses, his chariots, and his horsemen. 

24 And in the morning watch Yahweh looked 
down upon the army of the Egyptians, through 
the pillar of fire and cloud, and He threw it into 
confusion: 

25 He made the wheels of their chariots 
become jammed, so they drove them with dif- 
ficulty. And the Egyptians said; Let us flee from 
the face of Israyl, for Yahweh fights for them 
against the Egyptians! 

26 Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: Stretch 
out your hand over the sea, that the waters 
may come back upon the Egyptians, on their 
chariots, and on their horsemen. 

27 So Mosheh stretched out his hand over 
the sea, and when the morning appeared the 
sea returned to its full depth as the Egyptians 
were fleeing into it. So Yahweh overthrew the 
Egyptians “'in the midst of the sea. 

28 And the water flowed back, and covered 
the chariots and horsemen, the entire army of 
Pharaoh that had followed the children of Israyl 
into the sea. Not one of them survived. 

29 But the children of Israyl walked upon dry 
ground in the midst of the sea; and the waters 
were a wall to them on their right hand, and on 
their left. 

30 So Yahweh saved Israyl that day out of 
the hand of the Egyptians, and Israyl saw the 
Egyptians dead on the seashore. 

31 So Israyl saw the great work which Yah- 
weh had done upon the Egyptians; so the people 
reverenced Yahweh, and believed Yahweh, and 
“His servant Mosheh. 


CHAP. 15 


Then Mosheh and the children of Israyl “sang 
this song to Yahweh, saying; I will sing to Yah- 
weh, for He has triumphed gloriously! The horse 
and its rider He has thrown into the sea! 

2 Yahweh is my strength and song, and He 
has become my Salvation, He is My Heavenly 
Father and I will “‘praise Him; My father’s Fa- 
ther and I will exalt Him. 

3 Yahweh is a man of war; Yahweh is His 
Name. 

4 Pharaoh’s chariots and his army He has 
cast into the sea; His chosen officers also are 
drowned in the Red Sea. 

5 The depths have covered them. They sank 
to the bottom like a stone. 

6 Your right hand, O Yahweh, has become 
glorious in power; Your right hand, O Yahweh, 
has dashed the enemy in pieces. 
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7 And in the greatness of Your excellence 
You have overthrown those who “rose against 
You; You sent forth Your wrath which consumed 
them like stubble. 

8 And with the blast of Your nostrils the 
waters were gathered together, the floods stood 
upright like a heap; the depths congealed in the 
heart of the sea. 

9 The enemy said: I will pursue, I will over- 
take, I will divide the spoil! My desire shall be 
satisfied on them. I will draw my sword, my 
hand shall destroy them. 

10 You blew with Your wind, the sea covered 
them; they sank like lead in the mighty waters. 

11 Who among the gods (elohim) is like 
You, O Yahweh! Who is like You, ‘majestic in 
holiness, awesome in praises, working wonders? 

12 You stretched out Your right hand, the 
earth swallowed them. 

13 You, in Your mercy, have led forth the 
people You have redeemed; You have guided 
them in Your strength to Your holy habitation. 

14 The people will hear and be afraid; sorrow 
will take hold of the inhabitants of Philistia. 

15 The chiefs of Edom will be terrified, the 
leaders of Moab will be seized with trembling, 
the rulers of Canaan will melt away; 

16 Terror and dread will fall upon them. By 
the power of Your arm; they will be as still as 
a stone, until Your people pass by, O Yahweh, 
until the people You have purchased pass by. 

17 You will bring them in, and plant them on 
the “mountain of Your inheritance, the place, 
O Yahweh, You made for Your dwelling, the 
Sanctuary, O Yahweh, which Your hands have 
established; The House of Yahweh. 

18 Yahweh will reign for ever and ever. 

19 When Pharaoh’s horses went with his 
chariots and his horsemen into the sea, Yahweh 
brought back the waters of the sea upon them. 
But the children of Israyl went on dry ground 
in the midst of the sea. 

20 Then Miriam the "prophetess, the sister 
of Aaron, took the timbrel in her hand, and all 
the women went out after her, with timbrels 
and with dances. 

21 And Miriam answered them; Sing to 
Yahweh, for He has triumphed gloriously! The 
horse and its rider, He has thrown into the sea! 

22 Then Mosheh brought Israyl from the Red 
Sea; then they went out into the Wilderness of 
Shur. And they went three days in the wilder- 
ness, and found no water. 

23 Now when they came to Marah, they 
could not drink the waters of Marah, for they 
were bitter. Therefore the name of it was called 
Marah, meaning, Bitter. 

24 So the people murmured against Mosheh, 
saying; What shall we drink? 

25 Then Mosheh cried out to Yahweh, and 
Yahweh showed him a tree; and when he cast

26 And said: If you will ‘diligently listen to 
the voice of Yahweh your Father, and do what 
is right in His sight, and will give ear to His 
Laws, and keep all His statutes, I will put none 
of these diseases upon you, which I have brought 
upon the Egyptians; for I am Yahweh Ropheka; 
"Yahweh Your Healer. 

27 Then they came to Elim, where there were 
twelve wells of water and seventy palm trees; 
so they camped there near the water. 


CHAP. 16 


Then they journeyed from Elim, and all the 
congregation of the children of Israyl came to 
the Wilderness of Sin, between Elim and Sinai, 
on the Fifteenth Day of the Second Moon after 
they departed from the land of Egypt. 

2 And the whole congregation of the children 
of Israyl murmured against Mosheh and Aaron 
in the wilderness; 

3 And the children of Israyl said to them; If 
only we had died by Yahweh’s hand in Egypt! 
There we sat around “pots of meat, and ate all 
the food we wanted; but you have brought us into 
this wilderness to starve the entire congregation 
to death! 

4 Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: I will rain 
bread from heaven for you. The people are to 
go out and gather enough for Steach day, in 
order that I may ‘test them, to see whether they 
will walk in My Law, or not. 

5 On the sixth day they shall prepare what 
they bring in; and it shall be twice as much as 
they gather on the previous days. 

6 And Mosheh and Aaron said to all the 
children of Israyl; At evening, then you shall 
know that Yahweh has brought you out of the 
land of Egypt, 

7 And in the morning you will see the glory of 
Yahweh; for He hears your murmurings against 
Him. But who are we, that you should murmur 
against us? 

8 Mosheh also said; You will know that it 
was Yahweh when He gives you meat to eat in 
the evening, and all the bread you want in the 
morning; for Yahweh hears your murmurings 
which you make against Him. But what are 
we? Your murmurings are not against us, but 
against Yahweh. 

9 Then Mosheh spoke to Aaron; Say to all 
the congregation of the children of Israyl: Come 
before Yahweh, for He has heard your murmur- 
ings. 

10 And as Aaron spoke to the whole con- 
gregation of the children of Israyl, they looked 
toward the wilderness, and behold, the glory of 
Yahweh appeared in a cloud. 


11 And Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

12 I have heard the murmurings of the chil- 
dren of Israyl. Speak to them, saying; Between 
the two evenings you shall eat meat, and in the 
morning you shall be filled with bread. Then 
you will know that I am Yahweh your Father. 

13 And so it was at evening that quail came 
and covered the camp, and in the morning there 
was a layer of dew around the camp; 

14 And when the dew was gone, thin flakes 
like frost appeared on the ground. 

15 When the children of Israyl saw it, they 
said to one another; Manna? What is it? For 
they did not know what it was. So Mosheh said 
to them; This is the bread Yahweh has given 
you to eat. 

16 This is the thing which Yahweh has com- 
manded: Each one is to gather as much as he 
needs. Take an omer for each person you have 
in your tent. 

17 And the children of Israyl did as they 
were commanded, some gathered much, others 
gathered little, 

18 And when they measured it by the omer, 
he who gathered much did not have too much, 
and he who gathered little did not have “too 
little. Each one gathered as much as he needed. 

19 And Mosheh said; No one is to keep any 
of it until morning. 

20 Notwithstanding, ®'they did not listen to 
Mosheh; but some of them left part of it until 
morning, and it bred worms and stank. And 
Mosheh was angry with them. 

21 So each morning they gathered it, every 
man according to his needs, and when the sun 
grew hot, it melted away. 

22 And on the Sixth Day they gathered “twice 
as much bread, two omers for each person; and 
the rulers of the congregation came and told 
Mosheh. 

23 Then he said to them; This is what Yah- 
weh has commanded: Tomorrow is to be a day 
of rest, a Holy Sabbath to Yahweh. So bake 
what you will bake today and boil what you will 
boil, and save what is left over, and keep it until 
morning. 

24 So they saved it until morning, as Mosheh 
commanded; and it did not stink nor were there 
any worms in it. 

25 Then Mosheh said; Eat it today, because 
today is a Sabbath to Yahweh. Today you will 
not find it on the ground. 

26 Six days you shall gather it, but on the 
Seventh Day, the Sabbath, there will be none. 

27 Nevertheless, some of the people went 
out on the Seventh Day to gather it, but they 
found none. 

28 Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: How long 
will you refuse to keep My commandments and 
My Laws? 

29 Behold! Yahweh has given you the Sab- 
bath; that is why on the Sixth Day He gives you 
bread for two days. Let every man remain in his

place; let no man go out of his place on the 
Seventh Day. 

30 So the people rested on the Seventh Day. 

31 And the house of Israyl called the bread 
Manna, meaning; What Is It? It was like white 
coriander seed, and the taste of it was like wafers 
made with honey. 

32 And Mosheh said; This is what Yahweh 
has commanded: Take an omer of manna and 
keep it for the generations to come, so they can 
see the bread I gave you to eat in the wilderness, 
when I brought you out of Egypt. 

33 And Mosheh directed Aaron, saying; Take 
a pot and put a full omer of manna in it, and 
keep it in front of Yahweh, to be kept for your 
generations. 

34 As Yahweh commanded Mosheh, so Aaron 
put the manna in front of the Testimony, that 
it might be kept. 

35 The children of Israyl ate manna forty 
years until they came to an inhabited land; they 
ate manna until they came to the border of the 
land of Canaan. 

36 An omer is one-tenth of an ephah. 


CHAP. 17 


Then all the congregation of the children of 
Israyl set out on their journey from the Wilder- 
ness of Sin, traveling as Yahweh commanded 
them. They camped at Rephidim, but there was 
no water for the people to drink. 

2 Therefore, the people quarreled and con- 
tended with Mosheh, and said; Give us water, 
that we may drink. And Mosheh said to them; 
Why do you quarrel with me? °'Why do you 
tempt and test Yahweh? 

3 But the people thirsted for water there, and 
the people murmured against Mosheh, and said; 
Why did you bring us out of Egypt to make us, 
and our children, and livestock die of thirst? 

4 And Mosheh cried out to Yahweh, saying; 
What shall I do for this people? °’They are 
almost ready to stone me! 

5 Yahweh said to Mosheh: Go on in front 
of the people, and take with you some of the 
elders of Israyl. Take also in your hand the staff 
with which you struck the Nile, and go. 

6 Behold, I will stand there before you upon 
the rock at Horeb; and you shall strike the rock, 
and water will come out of it for the people to 
drink. So Mosheh did this in the sight of the 
elders of Israyl. 

7 So he called the name of the place Massah, 
that is, Testing, Tempted, and Meribah, that is, 
Strife, Contention, because of the quarreling of 
the children of Israyl, and because they tempted 
and tested Yahweh, saying; Is Yahweh among 
us, or not? 

8 Then the Amalekites came and fought with 
Israyl at Rephidim.

EXODUS 18 


9 And Mosheh said to Yahshua; Choose out 
some men, and go out to fight the Amalekites. 
Tomorrow I will stand on the top of the hill 
with the staff of Yahweh in my hand. 

10 So Yahshua did as Mosheh had said to 
him, and fought with Amalek. And Mosheh, 
Aaron, and Hur went up to the top of the hill. 

11 And as long as Mosheh “theld up his hands, 
Israyl was winning, but whenever he lowered his 
hands, Amalek was winning. 

12 But Mosheh’s hand became heavy; so they 
took a stone and put it under him, and he sat 
on it. Aaron and Hur then supported his hands, 
one on one side, and the other on the other side; 
and his hands were steady until the going down 
of the sun. 

13 So Yahshua defeated Amalek and his 
people with the edge of the sword. 

14 Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: Write 
this on a scroll as a memorial; something to be 
remembered, and rehearse it in the hearing of 
Yahshua, that I will utterly blot out the remem- 
brance of Amalek from under heaven. 

15 And Mosheh built an altar, and called its 
name; “Yahweh Nissi, that is, Yahweh is my 
Banner, 

16 For he said; Hands were lifted up to the 
throne of Yahweh. Yahweh will be at war against 
Amalek from generation to generation. 


CHAP. 18 


Now Yethro, the priest of Midian and rel- 
ative-by-law to Mosheh, heard of everything 
Yahweh had done for Mosheh and for His 
people Israyl; and how Yahweh had brought 
Israyl out of Egypt. 

2 And Yethro, Mosheh’s relation-by-law, 
had received Zipporah, Mosheh’s wife, after 
he had sent her back, 

3 With her two sons; of whom the name of 
one son was Gershom, that is, A Stranger There, 
for Mosheh said; I have become an alien ina 
strange land, 

4 And the other was named Yliezer, that 
is, My Power Is Help, for he said; My father’s 
Father was my helper; He saved me from the 
sword of Pharaoh. 

5 Yethro, Mosheh’s relation-by-law, together 
with Mosheh’s sons and wife, came to him in 
the wilderness where he was camped, at the 
mountain of Yahweh. 

6 Yethro had sent word to Mosheh, saying; 
I am coming to you with your wife, and her two 
sons with her. 

7 So Mosheh went out to meet his rela- 
tive-by-law, and bowed down and kissed him. 
They greeted each other, and they went into 
the tent; 

8 And Mosheh told Yethro all that Yahweh 
had done to Pharaoh and to the Egyptians for 
Israyl’s sake, all the hardship that had come

upon them in the way, and how Yahweh had 
delivered and saved them. 

9 And Yethro rejoiced for all the blessed 
things which Yahweh had done for Israyl, whom 
He had delivered out of the hand of the Egyp- 
tians. 

10 And Yethro said; Blessed be Yahweh, 
Who has delivered you out of the hand of the 
Egyptians, and out of the hand of Pharaoh, and 
Who has delivered the people from under the 
hand of the Egyptians. 

11 *Now I know that Yahweh is greater than 
all the gods (elohim); for He did this to those 
who had treated Israyl arrogantly. 

12 Then Yethro, relative-by law to Mosheh, 
took a burnt offering, and sacrificed to Yahweh. 
And Aaron came with all the elders of Israyl to 
eat bread with Yethro before Yahweh. 

13 Now on the next day Mosheh took his 
seat to judge the people; and the people stood 
around him from morning until evening. 

14 And when Yethro saw all that Mosheh 
was doing for the people, he said; What is this 
that you are doing for the people? Why do you 
alone sit as judge, while all these people stand 
around you from morning until evening? 

15 And Mosheh answered Yethro; Because 
the people come to me to “inquire of Yahweh. 

16 Whenever they have a dispute, it is brought 
to me, and I decide between the parties; and 
I do make them know the statutes of Yahweh, 
and J instruct them in His Laws. 

17 Mosheh’s relative-by-law then said to him; 
What you are doing is not the best thing. 

18 Both you and these people with you will 
surely wear yourselves out. The work is too 
heavy for you; you cannot handle it alone. 

19 Listen now to me, and I will give you sound 
advice, and may Yahweh be with you. You must 
be the people’s representative before Yahweh 
and bring their disputes to Him. 

20 And you shall teach them the ordinances 
and Laws, and shall show them the way in which 
they must walk, and the work that they must do. 

21 Moreover, you shall select from all the 
people able men, such as reverence Yahweh, 
men of truth, hating covetousness; and place 
them as rulers of thousands, rulers of hundreds, 
rulers of fifties, and rulers of tens. 

22 And let them judge the people at all times, 
but have them bring every difficult case to you; 
the simple cases they can decide themselves. So 
it will be easier for you, for they will bear the 
burden with you. 

23 If you will do this thing, and Yahweh so 
commands you, then you will be able to endure 
the strain, and all the people will also go to their 
places in peace; satisfied. 

24 And Mosheh listened to Yethro, and did 


all that he had said. 

25 And Mosheh chose able men out of all 
Israyl, and made them heads over the people: 
rulers of thousands, rulers of hundreds, rulers 
of fifties, and rulers of tens. 

26 And they judged the people at all times; 
the hard cases they brought to Mosheh, but the 
simple ones they decided themselves. 

27 Then Mosheh let Yethro depart, and he 
went his way into his own land. 


CHAP. 19 


Tn the Third Moon after the children of Israyl 
had left Egypt, on the very same day, they came 
to the Wilderness of Sinai. 

2 For they had departed from Rephidim, 
coming to the Wilderness of Sinai where they 
camped in the wilderness in front of the moun- 
tain. 

3 And Mosheh went up to Yahweh, and 
Yahweh called to him from the mountain, and 
said: This is what you shall say to the house of 
Yaaqob, and tell the children of Israyl; 

4 You have seen what I have done to Egypt; 
and how I carried you on wings of eagles and 
brought you to Myself. 

5 Now therefore, if you will truly obey My 
voice, by keeping My covenant, then you shall 
be a special treasure to Me above all people; 
for all the earth is Mine. 

6 And you shall be to Me a kingdom of priests, 
and a holy nation. These are the Laws that you 
shall speak to the children of Israyl. 

7 And Mosheh came, and summoned the 
elders of the people, and set before them all 
the words of the Law of Yahweh. 

8 And all the people answered together, and 
said; All that Yahweh has spoken, we will do. So 
Mosheh brought their answer back to Yahweh. 

9 And Yahweh said to Mosheh: I am going 
to come to you in a thick cloud, so the people 
will hear Me speaking with you, and believe 
you forever. And Mosheh reported to Yahweh 
what the people had said. 

10 “Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: Go to the 
people and set them apart today, and tomorrow 
let them wash their clothes, 

11 And let them be ready for the third day; 
for on the third day Yahweh will come down 
upon Mount Sinai in the sight of all the people. 

12 And you shall set limits for the people 
around the mountain, and tell them; Be careful 
you do not go up into the mountain, nor touch 
its base. Whoever touches the mountain shall 
surely be put to death; 

13 And not a hand is to be laid on him: he shall 
surely be stoned or shot with arrows. Whether 
man or animal, he shall not be permitted to

14 And Mosheh went down from the mountain 
to the people, and sanctified and consecrated 
them, and they washed their clothes; 

15 °And he said to the people; Be those who 
are prepared by the third day; but *you may not 
draw near with the women. 

16 And on the third day, in the morning, 
there were “*thunderings and '‘lightnings, and a 
thick cloud on the mountain. And the sound of 
the shofar was very loud, so that all the people 
in the camp trembled. 

17 And Mosheh brought the people out of 
the camp to meet with Yahweh, and they stood 
at the foot of the mountain. 

18 Now Mount Sinai was completely engulfed 
in smoke, because Yahweh descended upon it in 
fire; and its smoke ascended like the smoke of a 
furnace, and all the people trembled greatly. 

19 And when the sound of the shofar sounded 
long, and became louder and louder, Mosheh 
spoke, and the voice of Yahweh answered him 
by “voice. 

20 And Yahweh came down upon Mount 
Sinai, on the top of the mountain; and Yahweh 
called Mosheh to the top of the mountain, and 
Mosheh went up. 

21 And Yahweh said to Mosheh: Go down 
and warn the people, so that they do not force 
their way through to see Yahweh, and many of 
them perish. 

22 Also let the priests who come near Yahweh 
sanctify and consecrate themselves, or Yahweh 
will break out against them. 

23 And Mosheh said to Yahweh; The people 
cannot come up to Mount Sinai, for You warned 
us saying: Put limits around the mountain and 
set it apart as holy. 

24 And Yahweh said to him: Go down, and 
then come up; you, and Aaron with you. But 
the “priests and the people must not force their 
way through to come up to Yahweh, or He will 
break out against them. 

25 So Mosheh went down to the people, and 
spoke to them. 


CHAP. 20 


Ana Yahweh spoke all these words, saying: 

2 Iam Yahweh your Heavenly Father Who 
brought you out of the land of Egypt, out of the 
house of bondage. 

3 You shall have no hinder gods (elohim) at 
all. They are in opposition against Me. 

4 You shall not make for yourself any carved 
image; an idol, in the form of anything in heaven 
above, or on the earth beneath, or in the waters 
below. 

5 You shall not bow down to them nor serve 
them; for I, Yahweh your Father, am a jealous 
Heavenly Father, punishing the children for

the lawbreaking of the fathers to the third and 
fourth generation of those who hate Me, 

6 But showing love to thousands who love 
Me by keeping My Laws. 

7 You shall not take the Name of Yahweh 
your Heavenly Father to *bring it to nothing, for 
Yahweh will not hold him guiltless who brings 
dishonor upon or profanes His Name. 

8 Remember the Sabbath Day, to keep it 
holy. 

9 Six days you shall labor and do all your 
work, 

10 But the "Seventh Day is the ‘Sabbath of 
Yahweh your Heavenly Father. In it you shall do 
no ®!work: you, nor your wife, nor your son, nor 
your daughter, nor your manservant, nor your 
maidservant, nor your cattle, nor the stranger 
who dwells within your gates. 

11 For in six days Yahweh made the heavens 
and the earth, the sea, and all that is in them; 
and rested the Seventh Day. Therefore, Yah- 
weh blessed the Sabbath Day, and ‘hallowed it; 
Yahweh made the Sabbath Day holy. 

12 ‘Honor your “father and your mother, 
so your days may be long upon the land which 
Yahweh your Father is giving you. 

13 ‘You shall not “murder. 

14 You shall not commit adultery. 

15 You shall not steal. 

16 You shall not bear false testimony against 
your neighbor. 

17 You shall not covet; lust after, your neigh- 
bor’s house; you shall not covet your neighbor’s 
wife, nor his manservant, nor his maidservant, 
nor his ox, nor his donkey, nor anything that 
belongs to your neighbor. 

18 And all the people saw the thunder and 
lightning, and heard the shofar, and saw the 
mountain in smoke; and when the people saw 
it, they stood at a distance and trembled. 

19 Then they said to Mosheh; You speak with 
us, and we will listen; but do not let Yahweh 
speak with us, or we will die. 

20 Mosheh said to the people; Do not fear, 
for Yahweh has come to test and prove you, so 
that the reverence for Yahweh will be with 
you, so that you do not commit sin. 

21 Yet the people remained at a distance, 
but Mosheh drew near the thick darkness where 
Yahweh was. 

22 And Yahweh said to Mosheh: This is what 
you shall say to the children of Israyl; You have 
seen that I have talked with you from heaven: 

23 Do not make for yourselves gods (elohim 
or teraphim) of silver or gold alongside of Me. 

24 An altar of earth you shall make for Me, 
and you shall sacrifice upon it your burnt offer- 
ings and your peace offerings, of your sheep and 
your oxen. In every ‘place I choose to establish 
My Name, I will come to you, and I will bless 
you.

CHAP. 21 


Now these are the judgments which you shall 
set before them. 

2 If you buy a Hebrew slave, he may serve 
you for six years. But in the seventh year he 
shall go out free without paying anything. 

3 If he comes alone, he is to go free alone; 
but if he has a wife when he comes, she is to go 
out with him. 

4 If his owner has given him a wife, and she 
bears him sons or daughters, the woman and 
her children shall belong to her owner, and the 
man shall go out by himself. 

5 But if the servant plainly says; I love my 
owner, my wife, and my children; I will not go 
out free, 

6 Then his owner shall bring him to the judges. 
He shall take him to the door or the doorpost, 
and pierce his ear through with an awl. Then 
he will be his servant for life. 

7 Ifa man "sells his daughter to be a maid- 
servant, ‘she shall not go out as the menservants 
do. 

8 Ifshe does not please her owner, who has 
betrothed her to himself, then he shall let her be 
“redeemed. He shall have no right to sell her to 
strangers, because he has broken faith with her. 

9 If he has betrothed her to his son, he shall 
grant her the rights of a “daughter. 

10 If he marries another woman, he must 
not deprive the first one of her ‘food, clothing, 
and marital rights. 

11 %And if he does not do these three for her, 
then she shall go out free, without any payment 
of money. 

12 Anyone who strikes a man and kills him 
shall surely be put to death. 

13 However, if he did not kill intentionally, 
but Yahweh allows it to come to pass, he is to 
flee to a place I will designate. 

14 But if a man schemes, and acts with 
pre-meditation against his brother, to kill him 
with guile, you shall take him from My altar, 
and put him to death. 

15 And he who strikes his father or his mother 
shall surely be put to death. 

16 And he who kidnaps a man and sells him, 
or if he is found in his possession, shall surely 
be put to death. 

17 And he who curses his father or his mother 
shall surely be put to death. 

18 And if men quarrel, and one hits the 
other with a stone or with his fist, or a tool and 


he does not die but is confined to bed, 

19 If the other gets up, and walks around 
outside with his staff; the one who struck the 
blow will not be held responsible. However, 
he must pay the injured man for the loss of his 
time, and see that he is completely healed. 

20 Or if a man beats his servant or his maid- 
servant with a rod and the slave dies as a direct 
result, he must surely be punished, 

21 However, he is not to be punished if the 
slave gets up after a day or two, since the slave 
is his property. 

22 If men fight and hurt a woman with child, 
so that she gives birth prematurely, but there 
is no serious injury, the offender must be fined 
whatever the woman’s husband demands, and 
the court allows. 

23 But if there is serious injury, you are to 
take life for life, 

24 Eye for eye, tooth for tooth, hand for 
hand, foot for foot, 

25 Burn for burn, wound for wound, stripe 
for stripe. 

26 And if a man hits a manservant or maid- 
servant in the eye and destroys it, he must let 
the servant go free to compensate for the eye. 

27 And if he knocks out his servant’s tooth, or 
his maidservant’s tooth, he shall let that servant 
or maidservant go free for the sake of his or her 
tooth. 

28 Ifa bull gores a man or woman to death, 
then the bull shall surely be stoned, and its flesh 
shall not be eaten. But the owner of the bull 
will not be held responsible. 

29 But, if the bull tended to thrust out with 
its horns, and this was made known to its own- 
er, and he has not kept it penned up, so that it 
has killed a man or a woman, the bull shall be 
stoned and its owner also shall be put to death. 

30 However, if payment is demanded of him, 
he may redeem his life by paying whatever is 
demanded; 

31 Whether it has gored a son or gored a 
daughter, according to this judgment it shall 
be done to him. 

32 If the bull gores a manservant or a 
maid-servant, he shall give to their owner thirty 
shekels of silver, and the bull shall be stoned. 

33 And if a man uncovers a pit, or digs a pit 
and fails to cover it, and an ox or a donkey falls 
into it, 

34 The owner of the pit must pay for the loss; 
he must pay its owner, and the dead animal will 
be his. 

35 If one man’s bull injures the bull of an- 
other, and it dies, they are to sell the living bull 
and divide both the money and the dead animal, 
equally. 

36 However, if it was known that the bull had 
the habit of goring, yet the owner did not keep 


a. An oath to Yahweh is 
holy. If this oath is a lie, 
the one making it is lying 
to Yahweh. He will not be 
forgiven, and will have to 
pay the requirements of 
this oath. Numbers 30:2-16, 
Deuteronomy 23:21, Eccle- 
siastes 5:1-7, Malakyah 3:5, 
and Hebrews 6:1-6. 


it penned up, the owner must surely pay, bull 
for bull; and the dead bull shall be his own. 
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Ir a man steals an ox or a sheep, and slaughters 
it or sells it, he shall pay back five head of oxen 
for the ox, and four sheep for the sheep. 

2 If the thief is found breaking in, and he is 
struck so that he dies, the defender is not guilty 
for his bloodshed. 

3 But if he strikes him after sunrise, he is 
guilty of bloodshed. A thief must make full 
restitution, but if he has nothing, then he shall 
be sold for his theft. 

4 If the theft is found alive in his possession, 
whether it is an ox, donkey, or sheep, he shall 
pay back double. 

5 Ifa man causes a field or vineyard to be 
grazed, and lets loose his animals and they feed 
in another man’s field, he shall make restitution 
from the best of his own field and the best of 
his own vineyard. 

6 If a fire breaks out and catches in 
thorn-bushes so that it burns stacked grain, 
standing grain, or a field, he who kindled the 
fire shall surely make restitution. 

7 Ifa man gives his brother silver or posses- 
sions for safekeeping, and they are stolen from 
the brother’s house, the thief, if he is caught, 
must pay back double; 

8 But if the thief is not found, then the owner 
of the house must appear in front of the judges 
to determine whether he has laid his hands on 
the other man’s property. 

9 In all cases of illegal possession of an ox, 
a donkey, a sheep, a garment, or any other lost 
property which another claims to be his, both 
parties are to bring their cases in front of the 
judges. The one whom the judges declare guilty, 
must pay back double to his brother. 

10 Ifa man gives a donkey, an ox, a sheep or 
any other animal to his brother for safekeeping, 
and it dies, or is injured, or is driven away while 
no one is looking, 

11 The issue between them will be settled by 
an ‘oath of Yahweh, that the brother did not 
lay hands on the other person’s property. And 
the owner is to accept this, and no restitution 
is required. 

12 But if the animal was stolen from the 
brother, he must make restitution to the owner. 

13 If it was torn to pieces by a wild animal, 
he shall bring in the remains as evidence, and he 
will not be required to pay for the torn animal. 

14 And if a man borrows an animal from his 
brother, and it is injured or dies while the owner 
is not present, he must make restitution. 

15 But if the owner is with the animal, the 
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borrower will not have to pay. If the animal was 
hired, the money paid for the hire covers the 
loss. 

16 And if a man seduces a virgin who is not 
betrothed to be married, and sleeps with her, 
he must surely pay the bride-price for her, and 
she shall be his wife. 

17 If her father utterly "refuses to give her to 
him, he shall still pay the bride-price for virgins. 

18 You shall not permit a witch to live. 

19 Whoever lies with an animal must surely 
be put to death. 

20 He who sacrifices to any gods (elohim), and 
not to Yahweh only, will be utterly destroyed. 

21 You shall neither mistreat nor oppress a 
stranger, for you were strangers in the land of 
Egypt. 

22 You shall not take advantage of any widow 
or orphan. 

23 If you afflict them in any way, and they 
cry to Me at all, I will surely hear their cry; 

24 S'And My wrath will be aroused, and I 
will kill you with the sword. And your wives will 
become widows, and your children will become 
fatherless. 

25 If you lend money to one of My people 
among you who is needy, do not be like a mon- 
eylender; charge him no interest. 

26 If you take your neighbor’s cloak as a 
pledge, return it to him by sunset, 

27 Because his cloak is the only covering he 
has for his body. What else will he sleep in? And 
it will be when he cries out to Me, I will hear, 
for I am compassionate. 

28 Do not blaspheme Yahweh, and do not 
revile your judges, nor curse the ruler of your 
people. 

29 You shall not delay to offer the first of your 
ripe produce or of your vineyard. The firstborn 
of your sons you shall offer to Me; 

30 Likewise you shall do with your oxen and 
your sheep. It shall be with its mother seven 
days; on the eighth day you shall give it to Me. 

31 And you are to be ®'My holy people; 
neither shall you eat the meat of an ani- 
mal torn by wild beasts; cast it to the dogs. 
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You shall not spread a false report. Do not 
help an evil man, by being an unrighteous witness. 
2 Do not follow the ‘crowd in doing evil. 
“When you give testimony in a lawsuit, do not 
pervert justice by siding with the crowd. 

3 And do not show respect of persons to a 
poor man in his lawsuit. 

4 If you come across your enemy’s ox or 
donkey wandering off, be sure to take it back 
to him. 

5 If you see the donkey of someone who 


b. Notice. Are this man and 
woman now married simply 
because they slept together? 
The answer is no. All they 
have done is fornication, 
harlotry, whoredom, or in- 
cest, all of which are a form 
of godworship (the worship 
of elohim). 


G1. These are the righteous 
plagues of Yahweh that are 
brought upon those who op- 
press. 


R1. If you will keep your- 
selves holy, and abstain from 
eating the unclean thing. 


R2. The Targum reads; You 
shall not accept or listen to 
any false report. This is a 
prohibition addressed to 
one who is about to hear a 
slanderous statement, and it 
is also addressed to a judge. 
Also, do not promise a false 
witness that you will give 
testimony on his behalf that 
will result in wrong being 
done. 

c. Regardless of age, rank, 
whether they be a captain 
or a prince. 

G2. Do that which is righ- 
teous even though not many 
might approve of it. 


G1. If Yahweh commanded 
us to ease even our enemies’ 
burdens, will He permit us 
to place heavy burdens on 
our own brethren? 

R1. Even if a judge were 
well-versed in Yahweh’s 
Law, his acceptance of a 
bribe in the end would cause 
his mind to be confused, 
what he had learned would 
be forgotten, and the light 
of his eyes would become 
dim. 
R2. Godworship (the wor- 
ship of elohim) is as heinous 
as one who transgressed ev- 
ery Law of Yahweh. Like- 
wise, refusal to worship gods 
(elohim) is as honorable as 
keeping every Law of Yah- 
weh. 

G2. Neither by swearing by 
them, or speaking of them. 
Psalm 16:4, Ephesians 5:3. 
G3. That is; The Feast of 
Tabernacles, signifying that 
the children of Israyl dwelled 
40 years in tabernacles in 
the wilderness. See also I 
Samuyl 1:20. 

a. You, and all your house- 
hold. Deuteronomy 14:26. 
b. The traditions of men 
that Yahshua Messiah 
condemned (Yahchanan 
Mark 7:7) dictated that a 
man could not keep, cook, 
or eat meat and milk at the 
same place. This man-made 
tradition went so far as to 
dictate that there be two sep- 
arate storage areas, stoves 
or ovens, containers, tables, 
utensils, etc. in each man’s 
home so that milk and meat 
be kept, cooked, and eaten 
totally separate from each 
other. However, Yahweh’s 
Law itself shows that this 
tradition is false doctrine 
in Genesis 18:8, because 
Abraham himself set meat 
and milk on the same table 
(for the malakim of Yahweh 
he was hosting) to eat. Gen- 
esis 26:5 clearly states that 
Abraham kept all of Yah- 
weh’s Laws, so if it were a 
sin to cook, eat, or keep milk 
and meat at the same place, 
Abraham would have never 
placed both of these foods 
on the same table for his 
guests; and this is especially 
so, since Abraham’s guests in 
Genesis 18:8 were malakim 
of Yahweh. Likewise, if it 
were a sin to cook, eat, or 
keep milk and meat at the 
same place, when Abraham 
placed these two foods on 
the same table before the 
malakim of Yahweh, these 
righteous malakim would 
have rebuked Abraham for 
doing this, and they would 
have commanded him to re- 
pent and separate his milk 
and meat. In addition to all 
this, these malakim would 
have never eaten any of this 
milk and meat Abraham set 
before them on the same 
table. 
G4. I will give My malak 
My authority, and he will 
govern you in My Name. 
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hates you lying under its burden, and you might 
refrain from helping it, S'you shall surely help 
him with it. 

6 You must not pervert the judgment of your 
poor in his lawsuit. 

7 Keep yourself far from a false matter; and 
do not put an innocent or righteous person to 
death, for I will not acquit the guilty. 

8 "Do not accept a bribe, for a bribe blinds 
those who see, and twists the words of the righ- 
teous. 

9 Also you shall not oppress a stranger, for 
you know the heart of a stranger, because you 
were strangers in the land of Egypt. 

10 Six years shall you sow your land, and 
gather in its produce, 

11 But the seventh year you shall let it rest and 
lie fallow, so that the poor among your people 
may get food from it, and the wild animals may 
eat what is left. Do the same with your vineyard 
and your olive grove. 

12 Six days you shall do your work, and on 
the Seventh Day you shall rest, so that your ox 
and your donkey may rest, and the son of your 
maidservant and the stranger may be refreshed. 

13 In all things I have said to you, be careful 
to do them, and make no “mention of the 
name of hinder gods (elohim), neither let it be 
heard from your mouth. 

14 Three times in the year shall you keep a 
Feast to Me: 

15 You shall keep the Feast of Unleavened 
Bread. You shall eat unleavened bread seven 
days, as I commanded you, at the 'time appoint- 
ed in the Moon of Green Ears of Barley; Abib, 
for in it you came out of Egypt; and none shall 
appear before Me empty; 

16 And keep the Feast of Harvest with the 
firstfruits of the crops you sow in your field; 
and the “Feast of Ingathering at the end of 
the year, when you gather in your crops from 
the field. 

17 Three times in the year all your ‘males 
shall appear in front of Yahweh. 

18 You shall not offer the blood of My sac- 
rifice with leavened bread; nor shall the fat of 
My sacrifice remain until morning. 

19 The first of the firstfruits of your land you 
shall bring into The House of Yahweh. "You 
shall not boil a young goat in its mother’s milk. 

20 Behold I am sending a malak in front of 
you, to keep you in the way, and to bring you 
into the place which I have prepared. 

21 Attend to him and obey his voice; do not 
rebel against him, for he will not forgive your 
transgressions, for ‘My Name is in him. 

22 But if you will truly obey what he says, 
and do all that I speak, then I will be an Ene- 
my to your enemies, and an Adversary to your 
adversaries. 


1. Verse 23:15—Exodus 9:31-32 and Exodus 12:2. 


23 For My malak will go ahead of you and 
bring you into the land of the Amorites, the 
Hittites, the Perizzites, the Canaanites, the 
Hivites, and the Yebusites; and I will cut them 
off. 

24 ©You shall not bow down to their gods 
(elohim), nor serve them, nor do after their 
works: but you shall utterly overthrow them, 
and completely break down their sacred pillars. 

25 And you shall serve Yahweh your Father, 
and He will “bless your bread and your water, 
and ‘I will take sickness away from the midst 
of you. 

26 Nothing shall suffer miscarriage or be 
barren in your land; the number of your lifespan, 
I will fulfill. 

27 Iwill send My fear ahead of you, and throw 
into confusion every nation you encounter, and 
I will make all your enemies turn their backs 
and run. 

28 And I will send hornets in front of you, 
which shall drive the Hivite, the Canaanite, and 
the Hittite from before you. 

29 But I will not drive them from before you 
in a single year, because the land would become 
desolate, and the wild animals too numerous 
for you. 

30 Little by little I will drive them out from 
before you, until you have increased, and you 
inherit the land. 

31 And I will set your borders from the Red 
Sea, to the Sea of the Philistines, and from the 
desert to the River Euphrates. For I will deliver 
the inhabitants of the land into your hand, and 
you shall drive them out before you. 

32 You shall make no covenant with them, 
nor with their gods (elohim). 

33 Do not let them live in your land, or they 
will cause you to sin against Me; for if you wor- 
ship their gods (elohim), it will certainly be a 
snare unto you. 
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Ana He said to Mosheh: Come up unto Yahweh, 
you and Aaron, Nadab and Abihu, and seventy 
of the elders of Israyl. You are to worship at 
a distance; 

2 And Mosheh alone is to come near Yah- 
weh, but they shall not come near, nor shall the 
people go up with him. 

3 So Mosheh came and told the people all 
the ‘words of Yahweh, and the judgments of 
Yahweh; and all the people answered with one 
voice, and said; All these Laws which Yahweh 
has spoken, we will do. 

4 And Mosheh wrote all the Laws of Yahweh, 
and rose up early in the morning, and built an 
altar at the foot of the mountain, and set up 
twelve pillars representing the twelve tribes of 
Israyl.

G1. Signifying the hardness 
of man’s heart unless Yah- 
weh does write His Laws in 
man’s heart by the guidance 
of His Holy Spirit. Yeremyah 
31:31-34, Yechetzqyah 11:19, 
II Corinthians 3:3, Hebrews 
8:10, and Hebrews 10:16. 
R1. All the six hundred and 
thirteen Laws of Yahweh are 
implicitly contained in the 
Ten Commandments and 
may therefore be regarded 
as having been written on 
the tablets. 


G2. Yahweh appears like 
a devouring fire to carnal 
men, but to those He draws 
to Him by His Holy Spirit, 
He is like a precious stone. 


G3. This is for the building 
of the Tabernacle. Yahweh 
left nothing to man’s own 
devices. 


Israyl, and they offered burnt offerings, and 
sacrificed young bulls as peace offerings to 
Yahweh. 

6 Mosheh took half the blood and put it in 
basins, and half the blood he sprinkled on the 
altar. 

7 Then he took the Book of the Covenant 
and read it to the people, and they said; All that 
Yahweh has said we will do, and be obedient. 

8 Then Mosheh took the blood, and sprinkled 
it on the people, and said; Behold, the blood 
of the covenant, which Yahweh has made with 
you according to all these Laws. 

9 And Mosheh went up, also Aaron, Nadab, 
and Abihu, and the seventy elders of Israyl. 

10 And they saw the Heavenly Father of 
Israyl. And under His feet there was something 
like a pavement made of sapphire, clear as the 
very sky itself. 

11 And upon these nobles of the children of 
Israyl He did not lay His hand; and they saw 
Yahweh, and they ate and drank. 

12 Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: Come up 
to Me on the mountain, and be there, and I will 
give you S'tablets of stone, and the ®'Law and 
Commandments I have written, that you may 
teach them. 

13 Then Mosheh set out with Yahshua his 
assistant, and Mosheh went up on the mountain 
of Yahweh. 

14 He said to the elders; Wait here for us 
until we return to you. Truly Aaron and Hur 
are with you. If anyone is involved in a dispute, 
let him go to them. 

15 Then Mosheh went up into the mountain, 
and a cloud covered the mountain. 

16 And the glory of Yahweh rested upon 
Mount Sinai and the cloud covered it six days. 
And on the Seventh Day Yahweh called to 
Mosheh out of the midst of the cloud. 

17 To the eyes of the children of Israyl, 
the sight of the glory of Yahweh looked like a 
“consuming fire on top of the mountain. 

18 And Mosheh entered the midst of the 
cloud as he went on up the mountain; and he 
stayed on the mountain forty days and forty 
nights. 
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Then Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

2 “Speak to the children of Israyl, that they 
bring Me an offering. From every man who gives 
it willingly, you are to take My offering; 

3 And this is the offering which you shall 
take from them: gold, silver, and bronze; 

4 Blue, purple and scarlet yarn, fine linen 
and goats’ hair; 

5 Rams’ skins dyed red, goats’ skins, and 
acacia wood; 

6 Oil for the light, and spices for the anointing 
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oil and for the sweet incense; 

7 Onyx stones, and stones to be set in the 
ephod and in the breastplate. 

8 And let them make Me a “sanctuary, that 
I may dwell among them. 

9 According to all that I show you, after the 
pattern of the tabernacle, and the pattern of all 
its furnishings, exactly so shall you make it. 

10 And they shall make an ark of acacia 
wood, two and a half cubits long, a cubit and a 
half wide, and a cubit and a half high; 3 3/4 feet 
long and 2 1/4 feet wide and high. 

11 Overlay it with pure gold, both inside and 
out, and make a gold molding all around. 

12 Cast four rings of gold for it, and fasten 
them to the four corners; two rings on one side, 
and two rings on the other side. 

13 Then make poles of acacia wood, and 
overlay them with gold. 

14 Put the poles into the rings on the sides 
of the ark, so the ark may be carried by them. 

15 The poles shall remain in the rings of the 
ark; they shall not be removed from it. 

16 And you shall place into the ark the Tes- 
timony “which I will give you. 

17 Make a “mercy seat; an atonement cover, 
of pure gold. Two and a half cubits shall be its 
length, and a cubit and a half shall be its width; 
about 3 3/4 feet long and 2 1/4 feet wide. 

18 And make two cherubim out of hammered 
gold; at the two ends of the mercy seat you shall 
make them: 

19 Make one cherub on one end and the 
second cherub on the other. You shall make 
the cherubim at the two ends of it of one piece 
with the mercy seat. 

20 And the cherubim shall stretch out their 
wings above, covering the mercy seat with their 
wings, and they shall face one another, each 
facing down to the cover. 

21 You shall place the mercy seat on top of 
the ark; and in the ark you shall put the Testi- 
mony that I will give you. 

22 And there I will meet with you, and I will 
speak with you from above the mercy seat—from 
between the two cherubim which are on the ark 
of the Testimony—about all things which I will 
give you in the Law to the children of Israyl. 

23 Make a table of acacia wood, two cubits 
long, a cubit wide, and a cubit and a half high; 
about 3 feet long, 1 1/2 feet wide, and 2 1/4 feet 
high. 

24 Overlay it with pure gold, and make a 
gold molding all around. 

25 Also make a rim around it, a handbreadth 
wide, and put a gold molding on the rim. 

26 Make four gold rings for the table, and 
fasten them to the four corners, where the four 
legs are. 

27 The rings are to be close to the rim, to

Its snuffers 
and its ashtrays shall be of 
pure gold. 39. Use a talent of 
pure gold for it, including all 
these utensils. 40. And see 
to it that you copy [exact- 
ly] their pattern which was 
shown you on the mountain. 
[Hebrews 8:5-6]. See also 
Exodus 30:7-8. 

b. Exodus 25:40 is bringing 
forth this message: And see 
to it that you make all things 
exactly according to the pat- 
tern which was shown to you 
on the mountain. See also I 
Corinthians 14:40. 
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hold the poles used in carrying the table. 

28 Make the poles of acacia wood; overlay 
them with gold, and carry the table with them. 

29 And make its plates and ladles of pure 
gold, as well as its pitchers and bowls, for the 
pouring out of offerings. 

30 Put the showbread; the bread of the Pres- 
ence, on this table in front of Me always. 

31 Make a lampstand of pure gold; and ham- 
mer it out, base and shaft. Its flowerlike cups, 
buds, and blossoms shall be of one piece with 
it. 

32 Six branches are to extend from the sides 
of the lampstand; three on one side and three 
on the other. 

33 Three cups, shaped like almond flowers 
with buds and blossoms, are to be on one branch, 
three on the next branch, and the same for all 
six branches which extend from the lampstand. 

34 And on the shaft of the lampstand there 
are to be four cups shaped like almond flowers, 
with buds and blossoms; 

35 One bud shall be under the first pair 
of branches extending from the lampstand, a 
second bud under the second pair, and a third 
bud under the third pair, six branches in all. 

36 The buds and branches shall all be of 
one piece with the lampstand, hammered out 
of pure gold. 

37 *Then make its seven lamps, and set them 
up on it so they light the space in front of it. 

38 Its wick trimmers and trays are to be of 
pure gold. 

39 A talent; that is, about 75 pounds, of pure 
gold is to be used for the lampstand and all these 
accessories. 

40 *And see that you make them according 
to the pattern which was shown to you on the 
mountain. 
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Make the tabernacle with ten curtains of finely 
twisted linen, and blue, purple, and scarlet yarn, 
with cherubim worked into them by a skilled 
craftsman. 

2 All the curtains are to be the same size: 
twenty-eight cubits long and four cubits wide; 
each about 42 feet long and 6 feet wide. 

3 Join five of the curtains together, and do 
the same with the other five. 

4 Make loops of blue material along the edge 
of the end curtain in one set, and do the same 
with the end curtain in the other set. 

5 Make fifty loops on one curtain and fifty 
loops on the end curtain of the other set; so 
that the loops of one correspond to the loops 
on the other. 

6 Then make fifty gold clasps, and use them 
to fasten the curtains together, so that the tab- 
ernacle is one unit. 


7 Make curtains of goats’ hair for the tent 
over the tabernacle, eleven curtains altogether. 

8 All eleven curtains are to be the same size: 
thirty cubits long and four cubits wide; each 
about 45 feet long and 6 feet wide. 

9 Join five of the curtains together into one 
set, and the other six into another set. Fold the 
sixth curtain double at the front of the tent. 

10 Make fifty loops along the edge of the 
end curtain in one set and also along the edge 
of the end curtain in the other set. 

11 Then make fifty bronze clasps, and put 
them in the loops; to fasten the tent together 
as one unit. 

12 As for the additional length of the tent 
curtain, the half curtain that is left over is to 
hang down at the rear of the tabernacle. 

13 The tent curtains will be a cubit; about 1 
1/2 feet, longer on both sides; what is left will 
hang over the sides of the tabernacle, so as to 
cover it. 

14 Make for the tent a covering of rams’ skins 
dyed red, and over that a covering of hides of 
goats’ skins. 

15 Make upright frames of acacia wood for 
the tabernacle; 

16 Each frame is to be ten cubits long and 
a cubit and a half wide; each about 15 feet long 
and 2 1/4 feet wide. 

17 With them make two projections set parallel 
to each other, for fitting them together. Make 
all the frames of the tabernacle in this way. 

18 Make twenty frames for the south side of 
the tabernacle, 

19 And make forty silver bases to go under 
them, two bases for each frame: one under each 
projection. 

20 For the other side, the north side of the 
tabernacle, make twenty frames, 

21 And forty silver bases, two under each 
frame. 

22 Make six frames for the far end, that is, 
the west end of the tabernacle, 

23 And make two frames for the corners at 
the far end. 

24 At these two corners they must be double 
from the bottom all the way to the top, and fitted 
into a single ring; both shall be like that. 

25 So there will be eight frames and sixteen 
silver bases, two under each frame. 

26 Also make bars of acacia wood; five for 
the frames on one side of the tabernacle, 

27 Five for those on the other side, and five 
for the frames on the west, at the far end of the 
tabernacle. 

28 The center bar is to extend from end to 
end at the middle of the frames. 

29 Overlay the frames with gold, and make 
gold rings to hold the bars. Also overlay the 
bars with gold. 

30 And you shall raise up the tabernacle

G2. For the burnt offering. 


according to its pattern, which you were shown 
on the mountain. 

31 Make a Veil woven of blue, purple and 
scarlet yarn and finely twisted linen, with cher- 
ubim woven into it by a skilled craftsman. 

32 Hang it with gold hooks on four posts 
of acacia wood, which have been overlaid with 
gold, and are standing on four silver bases. 

33 Hang the Veil from the clasps, and place 
the ark of the Testimony behind the Veil. The 
Veil will “'separate the Holy Place from the 
Most Holy Place; the Holy of Holies. 

34 Put the mercy seat; the atonement cover, 
on the ark of the Testimony in the Most Holy 
Place. 

35 Place the table outside the Veil on the 
north side of the tabernacle, and put the lamp- 
stand opposite it on the south side. 

36 For the entrance to the tent, make a 
curtain screen of blue, purple, and scarlet yarn 
and finely twisted linen, the work of a weaver. 

37 Make gold hooks for this curtain, and five 
posts of acacia wood overlaid with gold. And 
cast five bronze bases for them. 
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Buia an “altar of acacia wood, three cubits 
high; about 4 1/2 feet high. It is to be square, 
five cubits long and five cubits wide; about 7 1/2 
feet long and wide. 

2 Make a horn at each of its four corners, so 
that the horns and the altar are of one piece, 
and overlay the altar with bronze. 

3 Make all its utensils of bronze: its pots 
to remove the ashes, its shovels, its sprinkling 
bowls, its meat forks, and its firepans. 

4 Make a grating for it, a bronze network, and 
make a bronze ring at each of the four corners 
of the network. 

5 Put it under the ledge of the altar, so that 
it is halfway up the altar. 

6 Make poles of acacia wood for the altar, 
and overlay them with bronze. 

7 The poles are to be inserted into the rings, 
so they will be on two sides of the altar when it 
is carried. 

8 Make the altar hollow, out of boards. As it 
was shown you on the mountain, so shall they 
make it. 

9 Make a courtyard for the tabernacle. The 
south side shall be a hundred cubits long; about 
150 feet, and is to have curtains of finely twisted 
linen; 

10 With twenty posts and twenty bronze 
bases, and with silver hooks and bands on the 
posts. 

11 The north side shall also be a hundred 
cubits long, and is to have curtains, with twenty 
posts and twenty bronze bases, and with silver 
hooks and bands on the posts. 

12 The west end of the courtyard shall be 
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fifty cubits wide; about 75 feet wide, and have 
curtains, with ten posts and ten bases. 

13 On the east end, toward the sunrise, the 
courtyard shall also be fifty cubits wide. 

14 Curtains fifteen cubits long; each about 
22 1/2 feet long, are to be on one side of the 
entrance, with three posts and three bases, 

15 And curtains fifteen cubits long are to 
be on the other side of the entrance, with three 
posts and three bases. 

16 For the entrance to the courtyard, provide 
a curtain screen twenty cubits long; about 30 
feet, of blue, purple and scarlet yarn and finely 
twisted linen, the work of a weaver, with four 
posts and four bases. 

17 All the posts around the courtyard are to 
have silver bands and hooks, and bases of bronze. 

18 The courtyard shall be a hundred cubits 
long and fifty cubits wide; about 150 feet long 
and 75 feet wide, with curtains of finely twisted 
linen five cubits high; about 7 1/2 feet high, and 
with bronze bases. 

19 All the other articles used in the service 
of the tabernacle, whatever their function, 
including all the tent pegs for it and those for 
the courtyard, are to be of bronze. 

20 Command the children of Israyl to bring 
you clear oil of pressed olives for the light, so 
the lamps may be kept burning continuously. 

21 Inthe Tent of Meeting, which is outside 
the Veil that is in front of the Testimony; in 
the Holy Place, Aaron and his sons are to keep 
the lamps burning in front of Yahweh, from 
the evening until the morning. This is to be a 
statute forever for their generations, on behalf 
of the children of Israyl. 
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Bring Aaron your brother to you from among 
the children of Israyl, along with his sons Nadab, 
Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar, so they may serve 
Me as priests. 

2 Make holy garments for your brother Aaron, 
for glory and for beauty. 

3 Tell all the skilled men to whom I have 
‘given wisdom in such matters, that they are to 
make garments for Aaron, for his consecration 
and sanctification, so he may serve Me as High 
Priest. 

4 These are the 'garments they are to make 
for the High Priest: a breastplate, an ephod, a 
robe, a woven tunic, a turban; mitznepheth, and 
a sash. They are to make these holy garments for 
your brother Aaron, and other priestly garments 
for his sons, so they may serve Me as priests. 

5 Have them use gold, and blue, purple and 
scarlet yarn, and fine linen. 

6 Make the High Priest’s ephod of gold, and 
of blue, purple and scarlet yarn, and of finely 
twisted linen, the work of a skilled craftsman. 

7 It is to have two shoulder pieces attached to

b. The garments for the 
Priests also included linen 
undergarments. 


That the High Priest 
would bring the children of 
Israyl to Yahweh in remem- 
brance.

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two of its corners, so it can be fastened. 

8 Its skillfully woven waistband is to be like 
it: of one piece with the ephod, and made with 
gold, and with blue, purple and scarlet yarn, 
and with finely twisted linen. 

9 Take two onyx stones, and engrave on them 
the names of the sons of Israyl. 

10 Engrave them in the order of their birth: 
six names on one stone, and the remaining six 
on the other. 

11 Engrave the names of the sons of Israyl 
on the two stones the same way a gem cutter 
engraves a seal. Then mount the stones in gold 
settings, 

12 And fasten them on the shoulder pieces 
of the ephod, as memorial stones for the sons 
of Israyl. Aaron is to bear their names before 
Yahweh on his shoulders as a ‘memorial before 
Yahweh. 

13 Make settings of gold, 

14 And two braided chains of pure gold, like 
a rope, and attach the chains to the settings. 

15 You shall make a breastplate for judgment, 
the work of a skilled craftsman. Make it like the 
ephod: of gold, and of blue, purple and scarlet 
yarn, and of finely twisted linen. 

16 It is to be square, a span long and a span 
wide; about 9 inches square, and folded double. 

17 Then mount precious stones on each of 
its four @ sides. On the first @ side there shall 
be a ruby, a topaz, and a beryl; 

18 On the second @side a turquoise, a sap- 
phire; lapis lazuli, and an emerald; 

19 On the third @ side a jacinth, an agate, 
and an amethyst; 

20 On the fourth @side a chrysolite, an onyx, 
and a jasper. Mount them in gold settings. 

21 There are to be twelve stones: one for 
each of the names of the sons of Israyl, each 
engraved like a seal with the name of one of 
the twelve tribes. 

22 For the breastplate make braided chains 
of pure gold, like a rope. 

23 Make two gold rings for it, and fasten 
them to two corners of the breastplate. 

24 Fasten the two gold chains to the rings at 
the corners of the breastplate, 

25 And the other ends of the chains to the 
two settings, attaching them to the shoulder 
pieces of the ephod, at the front. 

26 Make two gold rings, and attach them to 
the other two corners of the breastplate, on the 
inside edge next to the ephod. 

27 Make two more gold rings, and attach 
them to the bottom of the shoulder pieces, on 
the front of the ephod, close to the seam just 
above the waistband of the ephod. 

28 The rings of the breastplate are to be tied to 
the rings of the ephod with blue cord, connecting 
it to the waistband, so that the breastplate will 
not swing out from the ephod. 


29 Whenever Aaron enters the Holy Place, 
he will bear the names of the sons of Israyl over 
his heart, on the breastplate of judgment, as a 
memorial in front of Yahweh continuously. 

30 Also put the Urim and Thummim in the 
breastplate, so they may be over Aaron’s heart 
whenever he enters the presence of Yahweh. 
Thus Aaron will always bear the means of giving 
judgment for the children of Israyl over his heart 
in front of Yahweh continuously. 

31 Make the robe of the ephod entirely of 
blue cloth, 

32 With an opening for the head in its center. 
And there shall be a woven edge like a collar 
around this opening, so that it will not tear. 

33 Make pomegranates of blue, purple, and 
scarlet yarn around the hem of the robe, with 
gold bells between them. 

34 The gold bells and the pomegranates are 
to alternate around the hem of the robe. 

35 Aaron must wear it when he ministers, 
so the sound of the bells will be heard when he 
enters the Holy Place in front of Yahweh, and 
when he comes out; so that he will not die. 

36 Make a plate of pure gold and engrave 
on it as on a seal: Qodesh la- Yahweh; “HOLY 
TO YAHWEH. 

37 Fasten a blue cord to it, to attach it to the 
turban; mitznepheth. 

38 It will be on Aaron’s forehead, and he 
will bear the iniquity of the holy things which 
the children of Israyl consecrate and hallow, 
whatever their gifts may be. It shall always be 
on his forehead, that they may be acceptable 
in front of Yahweh. 

39 Weave the tunic of fine linen, and make 
the turban; mitznepheth, of fine linen. The sash 
is to be of woven work. 

40 For Aaron’s sons; the regular priests, make 
tunics, sashes, and CAPS; migbaoth (the Kippah); 
for glory and for beauty. 

41 So you shall put his holy garments on Aaron 
your brother, and their holy garments on his sons 
with him. You shall anoint them, “consecrate 
them, and sanctify them, that they may minister 
to Me as priests. 

42 Make them linen undergarments to cover 
their nakedness, reaching from the waist to the 
thigh. 

43 Aaron and his sons must wear them when- 
ever they enter the Tent of Meeting, or approach 
the altar to minister in the Holy Place, that they 
do not incur iniquity, and die. It shall be a statute 
forever to him and his descendants after him. 
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This is what you are to do to consecrate and 
hallow them, so they may minister to Me as 
priests: Take one young bull and two rams

G3. That is; Consecrate 
them by giving them things 
to offer, thereby admitting 
them into their office. 


without blemish, 

2 And unleavened bread, unleavened cakes 
mixed with oil, and unleavened wafers spread 
with oil. 

3 Put them in one basket, and present them 
in it, along with the bull and the two rams. 

4 Then bring Aaron and his sons to the en- 
trance of the Tent of Meeting, and you shall 
wash them with water. 

5 Take the High Priest’s garments and dress 
Aaron with the tunic, the robe of the ephod, 
the ephod itself, and the breastplate. Fasten the 
ephod on him by its skillfully woven waistband. 

6 Put the turban; mitznepheth, on his head 
and attach the holy pure gold diadem, which 
says: Holy To Yahweh, to the turban. 

7 Take the anointing oil, and anoint him by 
pouring it on his head. 

8 Then you shall bring his sons and dress 
them in the regular priests’ garments. Put tunics 
on them, 

9 And put caps; migbaoth, (the Kippah), on 
Aaron and his sons. Then tie sashes on Aaron 
and on his sons. The Priesthood shall be theirs 
for a perpetual statute. In this way you shall 
ordain and consecrate Aaron and his sons. 

10 Bring the bull to the front of the Taber- 
nacle of Meeting, and Aaron and his sons shall 
put their hands on the head of the bull. 

11 Then you shall kill the bull in Yahweh’s 
presence, at the entrance to the Tabernacle of 
Meeting. 

12 You shall take of the blood of the bull, and 
put it on the horns of the altar with your finger, 
and pour out the rest of it at the base of the altar. 

13 Then take all the fat that covers the en- 
trails, the fatty lobe covering the liver, and both 
kidneys with the fat around them, and burn them 
on the altar. 

14 But burn the bull’s flesh, and its hide, and 
its offal outside the camp. This is a sin offering. 

15 Take one of the rams; and Aaron and his 
sons shall put their hands on the head of the ram, 

16 Then you shall kill the ram; and you shall 
take its blood and sprinkle it all around on 
the altar. 

17 Then you shall cut the ram in pieces; wash 
its entrails and its legs, putting them with the 
head and the other pieces, 

18 Then burn the entire ram on the altar. 
This is a burnt offering to Yahweh, a pleasing 
aroma, an offering made to Yahweh by fire. 

19 Then take the other ram, and Aaron and 
his sons shall lay their hands on its head. 

20 Then you shall kill the ram; and take 
some of its blood, and put it on the lobes 
of the right ears of Aaron and on his sons, 
on the thumbs of their right hands, and on 
the big toes of their right feet; then sprin- 
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kle blood against the altar on all sides. 

21 And take some of the blood that is on the 
altar, and some of the anointing oil, and sprinkle 
it on Aaron and his High Priest’s garments, and 
on his sons and their regular priests’ garments. 
Then he and his garments and his sons and their 
garments shall be consecrated and hallowed 
together. 

22 Take from this second ram the fat, the fat 
tail, the fat covering the entrails, the fat lobe 
of the liver, both kidneys with the fat around 
them, and the right thigh. Now this is the S'ram 
of consecration. 

23 From the basket of unleavened bread, 
which is before Yahweh, take a loaf of bread, 
and a cake made with oil, and a wafer. 

24 Put all these in the hands of Aaron and 
his sons, and wave them in front of Yahweh as 
a wave offering. 

25 Then take them from their hands, and 
burn them on the altar, along with the burnt 
offering of the first ram for a pleasing aroma to 
Yahweh, an offering made to Yahweh by fire. 

26 Then you shall take the breast of the ram 
of Aaron’s consecration, the second ram, and 
wave it as a wave offering in front of Yahweh, 
and it will be your share. 

27 And from the ram of the consecration, 
you shall sanctify and consecrate those parts 
which belong to Aaron and his sons: the breast 
that was waved and the thigh that was heaved. 

28 This is always to be the regular share from 
the children of Israyl for Aaron and his sons, by 
a statute forever. They shall have these contri- 
butions which the children of Israyl present to 
Yahweh from their peace offerings. 

29 Aaron’s holy garments will belong to 
his descendants, so they can be anointed and 
consecrated in them. 

30 The son who succeeds him as High Priest, 
and comes to the Tent of Meeting to minister 
in the Holy Place, is to wear them seven days. 

31 Take the ram of the consecration and boil 
its meat in a holy place. 

32 At the entrance to the Tabernacle of 
Meeting, Aaron and his sons are to eat the meat 
of the ram and the unleavened bread that is in 
the basket. 

33 They are to eat these things with which 
the atonement was made, to consecrate and to 
sanctify them; but a stranger shall not eat these, 
because these are holy. 

34 If any of the meat of the consecration 
offerings, or of the unleavened bread, remains 
until the morning, then you shall burn the re- 
mainder with fire. It shall not be then eaten, 
because it is holy. 

35 Do for Aaron and his sons everything 
I have commanded you, taking seven days to

36 Sacrifice a bull each day as a ©'sin offering 
to make atonement. You shall cleanse and purify 
the altar when you make atonement for it, and 
you shall anoint it to sanctify and consecrate it. 

37 Seven days you shall make atonement for 
the altar, and sanctify it. And the altar shall be 
most holy; and whatever touches the altar must 
be holy. 

38 This is what you shall offer on the altar 
daily; two lambs of the first year, day by day 
continually; the Tamid: 

39 Offer one in the morning and the other 
between the two evenings. 

40 With the first lamb, offer a tenth of an 
ephah; about two quarts, of fine flour mixed with 
a fourth of a hin; about one quart, of oil from 
pressed olives, and a fourth of a hin; about one 
quart, of *wine as a drink offering. 

41 Sacrifice the other lamb between the 
two evenings with the same grain offering and 
its drink offering as in the morning; a pleasing 
aroma, an offering made by fire to Yahweh. 

42 Throughout your generations to come, 
this burnt offering is to be made regularly at 
the entrance to the Tent of Meeting in front of 
Yahweh, where I will meet with you, to speak 
with you; 

43 There also I will meet with the children 
of 
Israyl, and the tabernacle shall be sanctified 
by My ®}glory. 

44 So I will consecrate and sanctify the Tent 
of Meeting and the altar. I will also sanctify both 
Aaron and his sons to minister to Me as priests. 

45 Then I will dwell among the children of 
Israyl, and be their Heavenly Father. 

46 They will know that Iam Yahweh their 
Heavenly Father Who brought them out of 
Egypt, that I may dwell among them. “I am 
Yahweh their Heavenly Father. 
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Make an altar to burn incense upon; you shall 
make it of acacia wood. 

2 It is to be square, a cubit long and a cubit 
wide, and two cubits high; about 1 1/2 feet long 
and wide and about 3 feet high; and its horns are 
to be of one piece with it. 

3 Overlay the top, and all the sides, and the 
horns with pure gold, and make a gold molding 
around it. 

4 Make two gold rings for the altar below 
the molding, two on opposite sides, to hold the 
poles used to carry it. 

5 Make the poles of acacia wood and overlay 
them with gold. 

6 And you shall put the altar of incense in 


front of the veil that is in front of the ark of the 
Testimony, which is before the mercy seat that 
is over the Testimony, where I will meet with 
you. 

7 Aaron must burn fragrant incense on the 
altar every morning when he tends the lamps. 

8 He must burn incense again when he lights 
the lamps at evening, so incense will burn regu- 
larly in front of Yahweh, a "perpetual incense in 
front of Yahweh throughout your generations. 

9 Do not offer on this altar any other incense, 
nor any burnt offering or grain offering, and do 
not pour a drink offering upon it. 

10 Once a year Aaron shall make atonement 
upon its horns, with the blood of the sin offering 
of atonement; once a year he shall make atone- 
ment upon it throughout your generations. It is 
most holy to Yahweh. 

11 Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: 

12 When you take the census of the children 
of Israyl, to count them, each one must pay 
Yahweh a ransom for his life at the time he is 
counted. Then no plague will come on them 
when you number them. 

13 This is what everyone among those who 
are numbered shall give: half a shekel accord- 
ing to the shekel of the sanctuary; about 1/5 
ounce. The half-shekel is an offering to Yahweh. 

14 Everyone included among those who are 
numbered, being twenty years old and above, 
shall give an offering to Yahweh. 

15 The rich shall not give more, and the poor 
shall not give less, than half a shekel; giving an 
offering to Yahweh to make °‘atonement for 
yourselves. 

16 And you shall take the atonement money 
of the children of Israyl, and shall appoint it 
for the service of the Tabernacle of Meeting, 
that it may be a memorial for the children of 
Israyl in front of Yahweh, to make atonement 
for yourselves. 

17 Then Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

18 You shall also make a laver of bronze, 
with its base also of bronze, for washing. Place 
it between the Tabernacle of Meeting and the 
altar, and put water in it. 

19 Aaron and his sons are to wash their 
hands and feet with water from it. 

20 Whenever they enter the Tent of Meeting, 
they shall wash with water, so they will not die. 
Also, when they approach the altar to minister, by 
presenting an offering made by fire to Yahweh, 

21 They shall wash their hands and 
feet, so they will not die. This is to be 
a statute forever for Aaron and his de- 
scendants throughout their generations. 

22 Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: 

23 Take the following fine spices: 500 shekels; 
about 12 1/2 pounds, of liquid myrrh, half as

much sweet-smelling cinnamon (250 shekels), 
250 shekels of sweet-smelling cane, 

24 Five hundred shekels of cassia, all accord- 
ing to the sanctuary shekel, and a hin; about 4 
quarts, of olive oil. 

25 And you shall make from these a holy 
anointing oil, an ointment compounded accord- 
ing to the art of the perfumer. It shall be a holy 
anointing oil. 

26 With it you shall anoint the °'Tent of 
Meeting and the ark of the Testimony; 

27 The table, with all its utensils, the lamp- 
stand, with its utensils, the altar of incense; 

28 The altar of burnt offering, with all its 
utensils, and the laver and its base. 

29 You shall sanctify them, that they may be 
most holy; whatever touches them must be holy. 

30 And you shall anoint Aaron and his sons, 
and sanctify and consecrate them, that they may 
minister to Me as priests. 

31 And you shall speak to the children of 
Israyl, saying; This shall be a holy anointing oil 
to Me throughout your generations. 

32 Do not pour it on men’s bodies, and do 
not make any oil with the same formula. It is 
holy, and it shall be holy to you. 

33 Whoever compounds any like it, or whoever 
puts any of it on anyone other than a priest, 
must be cut off from his people. 

34 Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: Take sweet 
spices, gum resin, onycha, and galbanum, and 
pure frankincense, all in equal amounts, 

35 And make a fragrant blend of incense, a 
compound according to the art of the perfumer. 
It is to be salted, pure, and holy. 

36 Grind some of it to powder, and place it in 
front of the Testimony in the Tent of Meeting, 
where I will meet with you. It shall be most holy 
to you. 

37 Do not make any incense with this for- 
mula for yourselves. It shall be to you “holy 
for ' Yahweh. It is only to be used for the holy 
works of the Sanctuary. 

38 Whoever makes any like it to enjoy its 
fragrance, he shall be cut off from his people. 
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Then Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

2 See, I have chosen Bezaleel son of Uri, 
the son of Hur, of the tribe of Yahdah, 

3 And I have filled him with the Spirit of 
Yahweh, with skill, ability, and knowledge in 
all kinds of “‘crafts: 

4 To make artistic designs for work in gold, 
silver, and bronze; 

5 In cutting jewels for setting; to work in 
carving wood; and to engage in all manner of 
craftsmanship. 

6 Also I have appointed with him Oholiabson 
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of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan, to help him. 
Also I have given “skill to all the craftsmen 
to make everything I have commanded you: 

7 The Tabernacle of Meeting, the ark of the 
Testimony and the mercy seat; the atonement 
cover, that is on it, and all the furniture of the 
Tabernacle; 

8 The table and its utensils, the pure lamp- 
stand with all its utensils, the altar of incense, 

9 The altar of burnt offering with all its 
utensils, and the washing laver and its base, 

10 The woven garments; the holy garments 
for Aaron the priest and the garments of his 
sons, to minister as priests; the Kippah, Tallit, 
and the High Priest’s garments, 

11 And the “anointing oil and sweet incense 
for the Holy Place. They are to make them 
according to all that I have commanded you. 

12 And Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

13 *Speak also to the children of Israyl, say- 
ing; Surely My Sabbaths you shall keep, for they 
are a *’sign between Me and you throughout 
your generations, that you may know that I 
am Yahweh Who sanctifies you, and makes you 
holy. 

14 You shall keep the “Sabbath, therefore, 
for it is holy to you. Everyone who profanes it 
shall surely be put to death; for whoever does 
any work on that day, that person shall be cut 
off from among his people. 

15 For six days work shall be done, but the 
Seventh Day is the Sabbath of rest, holy to Yah- 
weh. Whoever does any work on the Sabbath 
Day, he shall surely be put to death. 

16 Therefore the children of Israyl shall keep 
the Sabbath, to observe the Sabbath throughout 
their generations as a perpetual covenant. 

17 Itis a sign between Me and the children 
of Israyl forever, for in six days Yahweh made 
the heavens and the earth, and on the Seventh 
Day He rested and was refreshed. 

18 And when He had made an end of speak- 
ing with him on Mount Sinai, He gave Mosheh 
two tablets of the °*Testimony, tablets of stone 
written with the finger of Yahweh. 


CHAP. 32 


When the people saw Mosheh *delayed coming 
down from the mountain, the people gathered 
together around Aaron, and said to him; Come, 
make us a god (el) who will go before us. 
As for this fellow, Mosheh, ‘who brought us 
up out of Egypt, we do not know what has be- 
come of him. 

2 Then Aaron said to them; Break off the 
golden earrings in the ears of your wives, your 
sons, and your daughters, and bring them to me. 

3 So all the people °took off their earrings, 
and brought them to Aaron. 


G5. Ihave instructed them, 
and increased their knowl- 
edge. 


G6. Which was only to 
anoint the Priests and the 
Tabernacle, and not to be 
burned. 

a. The keeping of Yahweh’s 
Sabbaths is an outward sign 
or mark of the children of 
Yahweh. Yechetzqyah 20:20, 
Malakyah 2:7. 

R2. The Sabbath is a mark 
of distinction between Yah- 
weh and His people in the 
relationship that exists 
between them; that is, the 
fact that Yahweh has chosen 
His people by letting them 
inherit for rest the very day 
on which He rested. 

R3. That is; The nations of 
the world will know through 
their keeping of His Sab- 
baths that it is Yahweh Who 
sanctifies His people. 

G7. Yahweh repeats this 
point because the entire 
keeping of the Law stands in 
the true use of the Sabbath, 
which is to cease from one’s 
works, and to obey the will 
of Yahweh. 

G8. By way of the Testimony 
written on these two stones 
Yahweh declared His will to 
His people. 

R4. Satan deceived the 
people into thinking that 
Mosheh had died on the 
mountain. 

R5. The people desired to 
have many gods (elohim). 
G9. The root of godworship 
(the worship of elohim) is 
when men think that Yah- 
weh is not at hand unless 
they can see Him in some 
physical appearance. 

R6. And who used to show 
us the way we had to go; now 
that he is dead we need 
gods (elohim) which shall 
go before us. The people 
desired to make gods (elo- 
him) which should go before 
them, pointing out the way, 
because the man Mosheh 
who had brought them up 
from Egypt had disappeared. 
This at least implies that the 
gods (elohim) were now to 
serve the same purpose as 
Mosheh had until this time 
carried out. 

G10. Such is the madness 
of godworshipers (worship- 
ers of Elohim), that they 
spare no cost to satisfy their 
wicked desires. 


G1. They smelled of their 
leaven of Egypt, where they 
saw calves, oxen, and ser- 
pents worshipped. 


R1. Satan made them zeal- 
ous in their sin because later 
that day was when Mosheh 
came down from the moun- 
tain. 

R2. This “play” resulted in 
much fornication, adultery, 
and bloodshed. 


G2. This shows that Yah- 
weh’s people must earnestly 
pray to Yahweh that He will 
keep them in true obedience 
to Him, and that he will send 
them righteous leaders. 


R3. They turn their stiff- 
ened necks against those 
Yahweh has sent to correct 
them, and they refuse to 
listen. 

G3. Yahweh shows that the 
prayers of the righteous stay 
His punishment. Yaaqob 
5:16. 


G4. All these repetitions 
show the wonderful thing 
these people deprived them- 
selves of because of their 
godworship (the worship 
of elohim). 


EXODUS 32 


4 He took what they handed him and made 
it into an idol cast in the shape of a Stcalf, fash- 
ioning it with an engraving tool. Then they said; 
This is your god (el), O Israyl, that brought you 
out of the land of Egypt! 

5 When Aaron saw this, he built an altar in 
front of the calf, and announced; Tomorrow is 
a feast to Yahweh. 

6 So the next day the people *'rose early, 
and offered burnt offerings, and brought peace 
offerings; and the people sat down to eat and 
drink, and rose up to ®’play. 

7 Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: Go, get 
down! For your people whom you brought out 
of the land of Egypt have become corrupt! 

8 “They have turned aside quickly out of 
the way which I commanded them. They have 
made themselves a molded calf, and worshiped 
it, and sacrificed to it, and said; This is your god 
(el), O Israyl, that brought you out of the land 
of Egypt! 

9 And Yahweh said to Mosheh: I have seen 
this people, and truly it is a very ®stiffnecked 
people! 

10 Now “therefore, leave Me alone, that My 
wrath may burn hot against them, and I may 
consume them; and I will make of you a great 
nation. 

11 Then Mosheh pleaded with Yahweh his 
Heavenly Father, and said; Yahweh, why does 
Your wrath burn hot against Your people, whom 
You have brought out of the land of Egypt with 
great power and with a mighty hand? 

12 Why should the Egyptians speak, and 
say; He brought them out with the intent of 
killing them on the mountains, and of consuming 
them from the face of the earth? Turn from 
Your fierce wrath, and relent from this harm 
to Your people. 

13 Remember Abraham, Isaac, and Israyl, 
Your servants, whom You vowed by Your own 
self, and said to them: I will multiply your de- 
scendants as the stars of heaven; and all this land 
that I have spoken of, I give to your descendants, 
and they shall inherit it forever. 

14 So Yahweh relented from the harm He 
said He would do to His people. 

15 And Mosheh turned and went down from 
the mountain, with the two tablets of the Testi- 
mony in his hand. The tablets were written on 
both sides; on one side and the other, they were 
written. 

16 The tablets were the work of Yahweh, 
and the °writing was the writing of Yahweh 
engraved on the tablets. 

17 And when Yahshua ben Nun heard the 
noise of the people as they shouted, he said to 
Mosheh; There is a noise of war in the camp. 

18 But he said; Jt is not the voice of shouts 
of victory, nor the voice of those who cry out in 


defeat. It is the voice of singing that I hear. 

19 As soon as Mosheh came near the camp, 
he saw the calf and the dancing. So Mosheh’s 
anger became hot, and he threw the tablets out 
of his hands, and broke them at the foot of the 
mountain. 

20 Then he took the calf they had made, 
burned it in the fire, and ground it to powder, 
scattered it on the water, and made the children 
of Israyl drink it. 

21 Mosheh said to Aaron; What did this 
people do to you, that you have brought this 
great sin upon them? 

22 So Aaron said; Do not be angry. You 
know the people, how prone they are to evil. 

23 They said to me: Make us a god (el) that 
will go before us. As for this fellow Mosheh, 
who brought us up out of Egypt, we do not know 
what has become of him. 

24 And I said to them; Whoever has any gold 
jewelry, take it off. Then they gave me the gold, 
and I threw it into the fire, and this calf came 
out! 

25 Mosheh saw that the people were “unre- 
strained and that Aaron had let them get out of 
control, and a laughingstock to their enemies, 

26 Then Mosheh stood in the entrance of 
the camp, and said; Whoever is on Yahweh’s 
side, let him come to me. And all the sons of 
Levi gathered themselves together to him. 

27 And he said to them; This is what Yahweh, 
the Father of Israyl, says: Let every man put his 
sword on his side, and go through the camp, 
from one end to the other, and let every man 
kill his brother, every man his companion, and 
every man his neighbor. 

28 So the sons of Levi did as Mosheh com- 
manded, and that day about three thousand 
men of the people died. 

29 Then Mosheh said; Consecrate yourselves 
today to Yahweh, that He may bestow on you 
a blessing this day; for every man has opposed 
his son and his brother. 

30 The next day Mosheh said to the people; 
You have sinned a great sin. But now I will go 
up to Yahweh and it may be that I can make 
atonement for you. 

31 So Mosheh went back to Yahweh, and 
said; Oh, what a great sin these people have 
sinned, and have made for themselves a god 
(el) of gold! 

32 Yet now, I pray, forgive their sin; but if 
not, Sthen blot me out of Your book which You 
have written. 

33 Yahweh replied to Mosheh: Whoever has 
sinned against Me, I will blot him out of My book. 

34 Now go, lead the people to the place I 
spoke of, and My malak will go in front of you. 
However, when the time comes for Me to pun- 
ish, I will bring “punishment upon them for 


G5. They were both des- 
titute of Yahweh’s mercy 
and they gave their enemies 
occasion to speak evil of 
Yahweh. 


G6. Mosheh so esteemed 
the glory of Yahweh that 
he preferred it more than 
even his own salvation. 
G7. This shows how griev- 
ous a sin godworship really 
is. Yahweh would not fully 
remit this sin on the part 
of the people even though 
Mosheh prayed for them. 


R1. This was death inflicted 
by Yahweh on those who had 
sinned. 


G1. I care for you and will 
preserve you in this your 
calling 


sin. 

35 And Yahweh ®'struck the people with a 
plague because of what they did with the calf 
Aaron had made. 


CHAP. 33 


Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: Depart, go up 
from here, you and the people whom you have 
brought out of the land of Egypt, to the land 
which I promised to Abraham, Isaac, and Yaaqob, 
saying; To your descendants I will give it. 

2 And I will send a malak in front of you and 
drive out the Canaanite, the Amorite, the Hittite, 
the Perizzite, the Hivite, and the Yebusite. 

3 Go up to the land flowing with milk and 
honey, for I will not go up in your midst because 
you are a stiff-necked people, and I might destroy 
you on the way. 

4 When the people heard these distressing 
words, they mourned and no one put on his 
ornament; adiy; meaning a fancy head covering. 

5 For Yahweh had said to Mosheh: Say to 
the children of Israyl; You are a stiff-necked 
people. I could go through your midst in one 
moment, and consume you. Now therefore, take 
off your ornaments; your fancy headcoverings, 
until I may know what to do with you. 

6 So the children of Israyl stripped off their 
ornaments; their fancy headcoverings, by Mount 
Horeb. 

7 Now Mosheh took his tent and pitched it 
outside the camp, far from the camp, and called 
it the tent of meeting. Everyone who sought 
Yahweh went out to the tent of meeting which 
was outside the camp. 

8 Whenever Mosheh went out to the tent, all 
the people rose and each man stood at his tent 
door and watched Mosheh until he had gone 
into the tent. 

9 As Mosheh went into the tent, the pillar of 
cloud would come down and stay at the entrance, 
while Yahweh spoke to Mosheh. 

10 Whenever the people saw the pillar of 
cloud standing at the entrance to the tent, they 
all stood and worshiped, each at the entrance 
to his tent. 

11 Yahweh would speak to Mosheh face 
to face, as a man speaks with his friend. And 
he would return to the camp, but his servant, 
Yahshua ben Nun, a young man, did not depart 
from the tabernacle. 

12 Then Mosheh said to Yahweh; You say 
to me: Lead these people, but You have not 
let me know whom You will send with me. You 
have said: I know you by “'name and You have 
found honor with me. 

13 Now therefore I pray, if I have found honor 
in Your sight, show me Your way, that I may 
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know You, and that I may continue to find honor 
with You. Remember this nation is Your people. 

14 Yahweh replied: My ®Presence will go 
with you, and I will give you rest. 

15 Then Mosheh said to Him; If Your Pres- 
ence does not go with us, do not send us up from 
here. 

16 How will it be known that You are pleased 
with me and with Your people, unless You go 
with us? And what else would separate me and 
all Your people from all the other people on 
the face of the earth? 

17 And Yahweh said to Mosheh: Truly, the 
thing you ask I will do, for you are honored in 
My eyes, and I know you by name. 

18 Then Mosheh said; Show me now Your 
glory. 

19 And Yahweh said: I will make all My 
“righteousness pass in front of you; and ™I 
will proclaim My Name, YAHWEH, in your 
presence. I will have mercy on whom I will have 
mercy, and I will have compassion on whom I 
will have compassion. 

20 But He said: You cannot see My face; for 
no man may see Me, and live. 

21 Then Yahweh said: There is a place near 
Me, where you may stand on a rock. 

22 While My glory passes by, I will put you 
in the cleft of the rock, and will cover you with 
My hand while I pass by. 

23 Then I will take away My hand, and you 
shall see My back, but My face must not be seen. 


CHAP. 34 


Yahweh said to Mosheh: Chisel two tablets 
of stone, like the first, and I will write on those 
tablets the commandments that were on the 
first tablets, which you broke. 

2 Be ready in the morning, and come up in the 
morning to Mount Sinai, and present yourself 
to Me there, on the top of the mountain. 

3 No man shall come up with you, and no 
man is to be seen throughout all the mountain; 
let neither flocks nor herds feed in front of that 
mountain. 

4 So he cut two tablets of stone like the first. 
Then Mosheh rose early in the morning and went 
up Mount Sinai, as Yahweh had commanded 
him; and he took the two tablets of stone with 
him. 

5 Then Yahweh descended in the cloud, and 
stood with him there, and proclaimed the Name 
of YAHWEH. 

6 Yahweh passed in front of him, and pro- 
claimed: YAHWEH, YAHWEH Almighty, 
merciful and compassionate, longsuffering, and 
abounding in righteousness and truth. 

7 Keeping mercy for thousands, forgiving 


R2. The Targum reads: My 
Holy Spirit will go with you. 


R3. My Holy Spirit will not 
rest upon the other nations 
of the world. 


G2. My mercy and Fatherly 
care. 

R4. And according to the 
manner in which you see 
Me doing this, cloaked as 
it were, in the Tallit and 
proclaiming the thirteen 
attributes of mercy, do you 
teach Israyl to do. The thir- 
teen attributes of Yahweh 
and His mercy are listed 
in Exodus 34:6-14. These 
thirteen attributes are:

If they follow the evil 
examples of their ancestors. 


G1. If you follow their 
wickedness and participate 
in their godworship (their 
worship of elohim). 

G2. The pleasant places 
they chose for their gods 
(elohim). 

R2. Yahweh maintains His 
superiority to any god (el), 
and He will punish anyone 
who worships these gods 
(elohim). 


EXODUS 35 


iniquity, and transgression, and sin; but by no 
means leaving unpunished those who are guil- 
ty; 8'Who visits the sin of the fathers upon the 
children and the children’s children, to the third 
and fourth generation. 

8 So Mosheh made haste, and bowed his 
head toward the earth, and worshiped. 

9 Then he said; If now I have found honor in 
Your sight, O Yahweh, let my Heavenly Father 
go with us, I pray. Although this is a stiff-necked 
people, forgive our iniquity and our sin, and 
take us as Your inheritance. 

10 And He said: I am making a covenant with 
you: In front of all your people, I will do marvels 
such as have not been done in all the earth, nor 
in any nation; and all the people among whom 
you are shall see the work of Yahweh. For it is 
an awesome thing that I will do with you. 

11 Observe what I command you this day. I 
am driving out from in front of you the Amorite, 
the Canaanite, the Hittite, the Perizzite, the 
Hivite, and the Yebusite. 

12 Be careful that you make no treaties with 
the inhabitants of the land where you are going, 
or they will be a S'snare in your midst. 

13 But you shall destroy their altars, break 
their sacred pillars, and cut down their “sacred 
poles; Asherah poles. 

14 You shall worship no hinder gods (elo- 
him) at all, for Yahweh, Who is jealous (of His 
children), is a jealous Father, Who is provoked 
by any gods (elohim). 

15 Be careful to make no treaty with those 
who live in the land; for when they prostitute 
themselves to their gods (elohim) and sacrifice 
to them, they will invite you, and you will eat 
their sacrifices. 

16 And when you take of their daughters 
for your sons, and their daughters prostitute 
themselves to their gods (elohim), your sons 
will prostitute themselves with them. 

17 You shall make no molded gods (elohim 
or teraphim) for yourselves. 

18 The Feast of Unleavened Bread you shall 
keep. Seven days you must eat unleavened bread, 
as I commanded you, in the time appointed of 
the Moon Abib: Green Ears of Barley, for in 
the Moon of Green Ears of Barley you came 
out from Egypt. 

19 The first offspring of every womb belongs 
to Me, including the firstborn males of your 
livestock, whether from herd or flock. 

20 But the firstling of a donkey you shall 
redeem with a lamb. If you will not redeem him, 
then you shall break his neck. All the firstborn 
of your sons you shall redeem. And none shall 
appear in front of Me empty-handed. 

21 Six days shall work be done, but on the 
Seventh Day you shall rest. In plowing time and 
in harvest you shall rest. 

22 You shall observe the Feast of Weeks with 
the firstfruits of the wheat harvest, and the Feast 
of Ingathering during the feast circuit; tekufah, 
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at the end of the Sacred Year of Yahweh, in the 
fall. 

23 Three times in the year all your men shall 
appear in front of Yahweh, the Heavenly Father 
of Israyl. 

24 And I will drive out the nations in front 
of you and enlarge your borders; no man will 
covet your land when you go up to appear before 
Yahweh your Father three times in the year. 

25 ®You shall not offer the blood of My 
sacrifice with “leaven, nor shall the sacrifice 
of the Passover Feast be left until morning. 

26 The first of the firstfruits of your land you 
shall bring to The House of Yahweh, to your 
Father. ‘You shall not boil a young goat in its 
mother’s milk. 

27 Then Yahweh said to Mosheh: 'Write these 
words; for in accordance with these words I have 
made a “covenant with you, and with Israyl. 

28 So Mosheh was there with Yahweh “forty 
days and forty nights; he neither ate bread nor 
drank water. And *Yahweh wrote on the tab- 
lets the words of the covenant, the Ten Com- 
mandments. 

29 When Mosheh came down from Mount 
Sinai with the two tablets of the Testimony in 
his hand, Mosheh did not know the skin of his 
face shone, because he had spoken to Yahweh. 

30 When Aaron and all the children of Israyl 
saw Mosheh, behold, the skin of his face shone, 
and they were “afraid to come near him. 

31 Then Mosheh called to them, and Aaron 
and all the rulers of the congregation returned 
to him; and Mosheh talked with them. 

32 Afterward, all the children of Israyl came 
near; and he gave them, as a Law, all that Yah- 
weh had spoken with him on Mount Sinai. 

33 When Mosheh had finished speaking with 
them, he put a veil over his face. 

34 But whenever Mosheh went in before 
Yahweh to speak with Him, he removed the 
veil until he came out. And when he came out, 
to tell the children of Israyl what Yahweh had 
commanded, 

35 They saw his face shining. Then Mosheh 
would put the veil back over his face, until he 
went in to speak with Yahweh. 


CHAP. 35 


Then Mosheh gathered all the congregation 
of the children of Israyl together, and said to 
them; These are the Laws which Yahweh has 
commanded you to do: 

2 For six days work shall be done, but the 
Seventh Day shall be a Sholy day for you, a 
Sabbath of rest to Yahweh. Whoever does any 
work on it shall be put to death. 


1. Verse 34:27—Mosheh wrote the words which Yahweh commanded 
him to write: Exodus 34:10-26. 2. Verse 34:28— Yahweh Himself 
wrote the words of the Ten Commandments on the tablets Mosheh 
had carved out: Deuteronomy 10:2-4. 


G3. Yahweh promises to 
defend those and their pos- 
sessions who keep His Laws. 


R3. You shall not sacrifice 
the Passover lamb while 
leaven (sin) is still in your 
possession. 

a. Leviticus 2:11. 

b. Wine was offered with the 
Passover sacrifice. Exodus 
29:40. 

c. My Sabbaths you must 
keep. Exodus 31:13. 


d. Remember the 144,000 
in Revelation 7:4-8. 

G4. This miracle was to 
confirm the authority of 
Yahweh’s Laws. 


R4. Those who sin are al- 
ways uncomfortable in the 
presence of the righteous. 
II Corinthians 6:14-17. 


G5. One is to rest from all 
secular work on the Seventh 
Day Sabbath. Leviticus 23:3, 
Isayah 58:13-14. 


3 You shall kindle no fire throughout your 
habitations on the Sabbath Day. 

4 And Mosheh spoke to all the congregation 
of the children of Israyl, saying; This is what 
Yahweh has commanded, saying: 

5 From what you have, take an offering for 
Yahweh. Whoever is of a willing heart, is to 
bring to Yahweh an offering of gold, silver, and 
bronze; 

6 Blue, purple and scarlet yarn, fine linen, 
and goats’ hair; 

7 Rams’ skins dyed red; goats’ skins, and 
acacia wood, 

8 Olive oil for the light; spices for the anoint- 
ing oil and for the sweet incense; 

9 Onyx stones and other gems, to be mounted 
on the ephod and breastplate. 

10 All who are skilled among you, shall come 
and make everything Yahweh has commanded: 

11 The Tabernacle, with its Tent, its covering, 
its clasps, frames, reinforcement bars, posts, and 
bases; 

12 The ark, with its poles and the mercy seat; 
the atonement cover, and the Veil that shields 
it, 

13 The table, with its poles and all its articles, 
and the bread of the Presence; the showbread; 

14 The lampstand that is for light, with its 
accessories, lamps, and oil for the light; 

15 The altar of incense, with its poles, the 
anointing oil, and the fragrant incense; the 
curtain screen for the doorway at the entrance 
to the tabernacle; 

16 The altar of burnt offering, with its bronze 
grating, its poles and all its utensils; the bronze 
laver, with its stand; 

17 The curtains of the courtyard, with its posts 
and bases; and the curtain for the entrance to 
the courtyard; 

18 The tent pegs for the tabernacle, and for 
the courtyard, and their ropes; 

19 The woven garments worn for ministering 
in the sanctuary, both the holy garments for 
Aaron the High Priest, and the garments for 
his sons, when they serve as ordinary priests. 

20 Then all the congregation of the children 
of Israyl departed from the presence of Mosheh. 

21 Then everyone came whose heart was 
stirred, everyone whose spirit was willing, and 
they brought Yahweh’s offering for the work 
of the Tent of Meeting, for all its service, and 
for the holy garments. 

22 They came, both men and women, as many 
as had a willing heart, bringing earrings, nose 
rings, rings and necklaces. They all presented 
their gold as a wave offering to Yahweh. 

23 Everyone who had blue, purple, or scarlet 
yarn, and fine linen, or goats’ hair, rams’ skins 
dyed red, or goats’ skins, brought them. 

24 Those presenting an offering of silver or 
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bronze brought it as an offering to Yahweh, and 
everyone who had acacia wood for any part of 
the work, brought it. 

25 Every skilled woman spun with her hands, 
and brought what she had spun: blue, purple, 
or scarlet yarn, or fine linen. 

26 All the women who were willing and had 
the skill, spun the goats’ hair. 

27 The rulers brought onyx stones, and the 
stones to be set in the ephod and in the breast- 
plate, 

28 And spices and olive oil for the light, 
and for the anointing oil, and for the fragrant 
incense. 

29 The children of Israyl brought a free-will 
offering to Yahweh; all the men and women 
whose hearts were willing, brought for all the 
work which Yahweh had commanded to be done 
by the hand of Mosheh. 

30 Then Mosheh said to the children of Israyl; 
Behold, Yahweh has called by name Bezaleel 
the son of Uri, the son of Hur, of the tribe of 
Yahdah; 

31 And He has filled him with His Spirit, in 
wisdom and understanding, in knowledge and 
in all manner of workmanship, 

32 To make artistic designs for work in gold, 
silver and bronze, 

33 To cut and set stones, to work in wood, 
and to engage in all manner of artistic crafts- 
manship. 

34 And He has given both him and Oholiab 
son of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan, the ability 
to teach others. 

35 He has filled them with skill to do all 
manner of work as craftsmen, designers, tap- 
estry makers in blue, purple, and scarlet yarn 
and fine linen; and weavers, all of them leading 
craftsmen and designers. 


CHAP. 36 


So Bezaleel, Oholiab, and every skilled person 
to whom Yahweh has given skill and ability, to 
know how to carry out all the work of construct- 
ing the °'sanctuary, are to do the work; just as 
Yahweh has commanded. 

2 Then Mosheh summoned Bezaleel, and 
Oholiab, and every skilled person to whom 
Yahweh had given ability, and who was willing 
to come and do the work. 

3 They received from Mosheh all the offerings 
the children of Israyl had brought for the work 
of the service of making the sanctuary. So they 
continued bringing to him freewill offerings 
every morning. 

4 Then all the craftsmen who were doing all 
the work of the sanctuary came, each from the 
work he was doing, 

5 And they spoke to Mosheh saying; The 


G1. When he speaks of the 
sanctuary, Mosheh means 
the entire Tabernacle.

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people bring °'much more than enough for 
the service of the work Yahweh commanded 
to be done. 

6 Then Mosheh gave an order, and they caused 
it to be proclaimed throughout the camp; No 
man or woman is to make anything else as an 
offering for the sanctuary. And so the people 
were restrained from bringing; 

7 For the material they already had, was 
more than enough to do all the work. 

8 All the skilled men among the workmen 
made the tabernacle with ten curtains of finely 
twisted linen, and blue, purple, and scarlet yarn, 
with cherubim worked into them by a skilled 
craftsman. 

9 All the curtains were the same size: twen- 
ty-eight cubits long and four cubits wide; about 
42 feet long and 6 feet wide. 

10 They joined five of the curtains together, 
and did the same with the other five. 

11 Then they made loops of blue material 
along the edge of the end curtain in one set, 
and the same was done with the end curtain in 
the other set. 

12 They also made fifty loops on one curtain, 
and fifty loops on the end curtain of the other 
set, with the loops opposite each other. 

13 Then they made fifty gold clasps, and used 
them to fasten the two sets of curtains together; 
so that the tabernacle was one unit. 

14 They made curtains of goats’ hair for 
the tent over the tabernacle; they made eleven 
curtains. 

15 All eleven curtains were the same size: 
thirty cubits long and four cubits wide; about 
45 feet long and 6 feet wide. 

16 They joined five of the curtains into one 
set, and the other six into another set. 

17 Then they made fifty loops along the edge 
of the end curtain in one set, and also along the 
edge of the end curtain in the other set. 

18 They made fifty bronze clasps to fasten 
the tent together, as a unit. 

19 Then they made for the tent a covering of 
rams’ skins dyed red, and over that a covering 
of goats’ skins. 

20 They made upright frames of acacia wood 
for the tabernacle: 

21 Each frame was ten cubits long anda 
cubit and a half wide; about 15 feet long and 2 
1/4 feet wide, 

22 With two projections set parallel to each 
other. They made all the frames of the tabernacle 
in this way. 

23 They made twenty frames for the south 
side of the tabernacle, 

24 And made forty silver bases to go under 
them: two bases for each frame, one under each 
projection. 

25 For the other side, the north side of the 
tabernacle, they made twenty frames, 

26 And forty silver bases, two under each 


frame. 

27 They made six frames for the far end, that 
is, the west end of the tabernacle, 

28 And two frames were made for the corners 
of the tabernacle at the far end. 

29 At these two corners the frames were 
double from the bottom all the way to the top, 
and fitted into a single ring; both were made 
alike: 

30 So there were eight frames and sixteen 
silver bases, two under each frame. 

31 They also made bars of acacia wood: five 
for the frames on one side of the tabernacle, 

32 Five for those on the other side, and five 
for the frames on the west, at the far end of the 
tabernacle. 

33 They made the center bar, so that it ex- 
tended from end to end at the middle of the 
frames. 

34 They overlaid the frames and bars with 
gold, and made their gold rings as places for 
the bars. 

35 They made the Veil of blue, purple, and 
scarlet yarn and finely twisted linen, with cher- 
ubim worked into it by a skilled craftsman. 

36 They made four posts of acacia wood for 
it, and overlaid them with gold. They made gold 
hooks for them, and cast their four silver bases. 

37 For the entrance to the tent, they made a 
curtain screen of blue, purple, and scarlet yarn 
and finely twisted linen, the work of a weaver; 

38 And they made five posts with hooks for 
them. They overlaid the tops of the posts and 
their bands with gold, and made their five bases 
of bronze. 
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Åna Bezaleel made the ark of acacia wood, 
two and a half cubits long, and a cubit and a 
half wide, and a cubit and a half high; that is, 
about 3 3/4 feet long and 2 1/4 feet wide and high. 

2 He overlaid it with pure gold, both inside 
and out, and made a gold molding around it. 

3 He cast four gold rings for it, and fastened 
them to its four feet, with two rings on one side 
and two rings on the other. 

4 Then he made poles of acacia wood, and 
overlaid them with gold. 

5 And he inserted the poles into the rings 
on the sides of the ark to carry it. 

6 He made the mercy seat; the atonement 
cover, of pure gold, two and a half cubits long 
and a cubit and a half wide; about 3 3/4 feet long 
and 2 1/4 feet wide. 

7 Then he made two cherubim, out of ham- 
mered gold, at the ends of the cover. 

8 He made one cherub on one end, and the 
second cherub on the other; at the two ends he 
made them of one piece with the cover. 

9 The cherubim had their wings spread up- 


ward, overshadowing the cover with them. The 
cherubim faced each other, looking toward 
the cover. 

10 He made the table of acacia wood, two 
cubits long, a cubit wide, and a cubit and a half 
high; about 3 feet long, 1 1/2 feet wide, and 2 1/4 
feet high. 

11 Then he overlaid it with pure gold, and 
made a molding of gold all around it. 

12 He also made a rim around it a hand- 
breadth wide, and put a gold molding on the 
rim. 

13 He cast four gold rings for the table and 
fastened them to the four corners, where the 
four legs were. 

14 The rings were put close to the rim to 
hold the poles used in carrying the table. 

15 The poles for carrying the table were made 
of acacia wood, and were overlaid with gold. 

16 He made the utensils of pure gold, which 
were for the table: plates, ladles, bowls, and 
the pitchers for the pouring out of the drink 
offerings. 

17 He also made the lampstand of pure gold, 
hammering it out. He hammered out its base and 
shaft; and its flowerlike cups, buds and blossoms 
were of one piece with it. 

18 Six branches extended from the sides of 
the lampstand: three on one side and three on 
the other. 

19 Three cups, shaped like almond flowers, 
with buds and blossoms, were on one branch, 
three on the next branch, and the same for all 
six branches extending from the lampstand. 

20 And on the lampstand were four cups, 
shaped like almond flowers, with buds and 
blossoms. 

21 One bud was under the first pair of branch- 
es extending from the lampstand, a second bud 
under the second pair; and a third bud under 
the third pair: for the six branches in all. 

22 The buds and the branches were all of 
one piece with the lampstand, hammered out 
of pure gold. 

23 He made its seven lamps, its wick trim- 
mers, and its trays of pure gold. 

24 He made the lampstand and all its ac- 
cessories from one talent; that is, about 75 pounds, 
of pure gold. 

25 He made the incense altar out of acacia 
wood: It was square, a cubit long, a cubit wide, 
and two cubits high; about 1 1/2 feet long and 
wide, and about 3 feet high. Its horns were made 
of one piece with it. 

26 He overlaid it with pure gold; the top, and 
all the sides, and the horns were overlaid with 
pure gold; and he also made a gold molding 
around it. 

27 He made two rings of gold for it, below 
the molding: two on opposite sides, to hold the 
poles used to carry it. 
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28 He made the poles of acacia wood, and 
overlaid them with gold. 

29 He also made the holy anointing oil, and 
the pure incense of sweet spices, according to 
the art of the perfumer. 
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He built the altar of burnt offering of acacia 
wood, three cubits high; about 4 1/2 feet high. 
It was square: five cubits long and five cubits 
wide; about 7 1/2 feet long and wide. 

2 He made its horns on its four corners, so 
the horns and the altar were all of one piece. 
He overlaid the altar with bronze. 

3 He made all its utensils of bronze: its pots, 
shovels, sprinkling bowls, meat forks, and fire- 
pans. 

4 He made a grating for the altar: a bronze 
network, to be under its ledge, coming halfway 
up the altar. 

5 He cast four rings, to hold the poles for 
the four corners of the bronze grating. 

6 He made the poles of acacia wood, and 
overlaid them with bronze. 

7 He inserted the poles into the rings, so they 
would be on the sides of the altar for carrying 
it. He made the altar hollow, with boards. 

8 He made the laver for washing, of bronze 
and its base of bronze. The laver and base were 
made from the mirrors of the women who served 
at the entrance to the Tent of Meeting. 

9 Then he made the courtyard: The south 
side was a hundred cubits long; about 150 feet 
long, and had curtains of finely twisted linen, 

10 With twenty posts and twenty bronze 
bases, and with silver hooks and bands on the 
posts. 

11 The north side was also a hundred cubits 
long; about 150 feet long, and had twenty posts 
and twenty bronze bases, with silver hooks and 
bands on the posts. 

12 The west end was fifty cubits wide; about 
75 feet wide, and had curtains, with ten posts 
and ten bases, with silver hooks and bands on 
the posts. 

13 The east end, toward the sunrise, was also 
fifty cubits wide; about 75 feet wide. 

14 Curtains fifteen cubits long; about 22 1/2 
feet long, were on one side of the east entrance, 
with three posts and three bases, 

15 And curtains fifteen cubits long; about 22 
1/2 feet long, were on the other side of the east 
entrance to the courtyard, with three posts and 
three bases, 

16 All the curtains around the courtyard 
were of finely twisted linen. 

17 The bases for the posts were of bronze; 
the hooks and the bands on the posts were of 
silver, and their tops were overlaid with silver. 
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So all the posts of the courtyard had silver bands. 

18 The curtain screen for the entrance to 
the courtyard was of blue, purple, and scarlet 
yarn, and finely twisted linen; the work of a 
weaver. It was twenty cubits long; about 30 feet 
long. The height of the curtain screen was the 
same as the other curtains for the courtyard: 
five cubits high; about 7 1/2 feet high. 

19 The curtain screen had four posts and four 
bronze bases. Their hooks and bands were silver, 
and their tops were overlaid with silver. 

20 All the tent pegs of the Tabernacle itself, 
and of the surrounding courtyard, were bronze. 

21 This is the inventory of the materials 
used for the tabernacle, the tabernacle of the 
Testimony, which was recorded at Mosheh’s 
command by the Levites, under the direction 
of Ithamar son of Aaron, the priest. 

22 Now Bezaleel son of Uri, the son of Hur, 
of the tribe of Yahdah, made everything Yahweh 
commanded Mosheh, 

23 And with him was Oholiab son of Ahi- 
samach, of the tribe of Dan, a craftsman and 
designer, and a weaver in blue, purple, and 
scarlet yarn and fine linen. 

24 The total amount of the gold from the wave 
offerings used for all the work on the tabernacle 
was 29 talents and 730 shekels, according to the 
shekel of the sanctuary. The weight of the gold 
was a little over one ton; over 2,000 pounds. 

25 The silver obtained from those of the 
community, who were counted in the census, 
was 100 talents and 1,775 shekels, according 
to the shekel of the sanctuary. The weight of 
the silver was a little over 3 3/4 tons; over 7,500 
pounds of silver. 

26 The atonement offering was a bekah for 
each man. That is half a shekel, according to 
the shekel of the sanctuary; about 1/5 ounce, for 
everyone included in the numbering of those 
counted, twenty years old or more; a total of 
603,550 men. 

27 From the 100 talents of silver were cast 
the bases for the sanctuary, and the bases for the 
Veil; 100 bases for the 100 talents, one talent 
for each base. 

28 Then from the 1,775 remaining shekels 
of silver; that is, about 45 pounds, he made the 
hooks for the posts; he overlaid the tops of the 
posts, and he made their bands. 

29 The bronze from the wave offering was 
70 talents and 2,400 shekels; about 2 1/2 tons; 
about 5,000 pounds. 

30 He used the bronze to make the bases for 
the entrance to the Tent of Meeting, the bronze 
altar with its bronze grating, and all its utensils; 

31 The bases for the surrounding courtyard, 
and those for its entrance, and all the tent pegs 
for the tabernacle, and those for the surround- 


ing courtyard. 
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From the blue, purple, and scarlet yarn they 
made woven garments for ministering in the 
Holy Place, and made the holy garments for 
Aaron, as Yahweh commanded Mosheh. 

2 He made the ephod of gold, and of blue, 
purple, and scarlet yarn, and of finely twisted 
linen. 

3 The gold was hammered into thin sheets 
and cut into threads, to work it in with the blue, 
purple, and scarlet yarn, and fine linen; the work 
of a skilled craftsman. 

4 They made shoulder pieces for the ephod, 
which were attached to two of its corners, so it 
could be fastened. 

5 The skillfully woven waistband of the ephod 
was of the same workmanship: woven of gold, 
and of blue, purple, and scarlet yarn, and of 
finely twisted linen, as Yahweh had commanded 
Mosheh. 

6 They set the onyx stones in gold settings, 
and engraved them, as seals are engraved, with 
the names of the sons of Israyl. 

7 Then he put them on the shoulder pieces of 
the High Priest’s ephod, as memorial stones for 
the sons of Israyl, as Yahweh had commanded 
Mosheh. 

8 And he made the breastplate, the work 
of a skilled craftsman. It was woven like the 
workmanship of the ephod: of gold, and of blue, 
purple, and scarlet yarn, and of finely twisted 
linen. 

9 It was square, a span long and a span wide; 
that is, about 9 inches square, and folded double. 

10 In the breastplate they set four rows of 
precious stones. In the first row there was a 
ruby, a topaz, and a beryl, 

11 In the second row a turquoise, a sapphire; 
lapis lazuli, and an emerald; 

12 In the third row a jacinth, an agate, and 
an 
amethyst; 

13 In the fourth row a chrysolite, an onyx and 
a jasper. They were mounted in gold settings. 

14 There were twelve stones, one for each of 
the “'names of the sons of Israyl; each engraved 
like a seal with the name of one of the twelve 
tribes. 

15 For the breastplate they made braided 
chains of pure gold, like a rope. 

16 They made two gold settings, and two 
gold rings, and fastened the rings to two of the 
corners of the breastplate. 

17 They fastened the two gold chains to the 
rings at the corners of the breastplate, 


G1. Every tribe had its 
name written on a stone. 


18 And the other ends of the chains were 
fastened to the two settings, attaching them to 
the shoulder pieces of the ephod at the front. 

19 And they made two gold rings, and attached 
them to the other two corners of the breastplate, 
on the inside edge next to the ephod. 

20 Then they made two more gold rings, and 
attached them to the bottom of the shoulder 
pieces of the front of the ephod, close to the 
seam just above the waistband of the ephod. 

21 They tied the rings of the breastplate to the 
rings of the ephod with blue cord, connecting it 
to the waistband, so that the breastplate would 
not swing out from the ephod, as Yahweh had 
commanded Mosheh. 

22 He made the robe of the ephod entirely 
of blue, woven by a weaver, 

23 With an opening in the center of the robe, 
like the opening of a collar, and a band around 
this opening so it would not tear. 

24 They made pomegranates of blue, purple, 
and scarlet yarn, and of finely twisted linen 
around the hem of the robe. 

25 And they made bells of pure gold, and 
attached them around the hem, between the 
pomegranates; 

26 A bell and a pomegranate, a bell anda 
pomegranate, all around the hem of the robe 
to be worn for ministering, as Yahweh had 
commanded Mosheh. 

27 For Aaron and his sons, they made: tunics 
of fine linen, woven by a weaver; 

28 And a turban; mitznepheth, of fine linen, 
and the caps; migbaoth, (the Kippah) of fine 
linen, and the undergarments of finely twisted 
linen; 

29 And the sashes, of finely twisted linen 
and of blue, purple, and scarlet yarn; the work 
of a weaver, as Yahweh commanded Mosheh. 

30 Then they made the plate, the holy diadem; 
the crown, out of pure gold, and engraved on it, 
like an inscription on a seal: Qodesh la-Yahweh: 
HOLY TO YAHWEH. 

31 They fastened a blue cord to it, to attach 
it to the High Priest’s turban; mitznepheth, as 
Yahweh had commanded Mosheh. 

32 Thus all the work on the tabernacle of the 
Tent of Meeting was finished. The children of 
Israyl did everything according to all that Yah- 
weh had commanded Mosheh. So they did. 

33 Then they brought the tabernacle to Mo- 
sheh: the tent and all its furnishings: its clasps, 
frames, bars, posts, and bases; 

34 The covering of rams’ skins dyed red, the 
covering of goats’ skins, and the Veil of the 
Covering; 

35 The ark of the Testimony with its poles, 
and the mercy seat; the atonement cover; 

36 The table with all its utensils, and the 
bread of the Presence; the showbread; 
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37 The pure gold lampstand with its row of 
lamps, and all its accessories; and the pressed 
olive oil for the light; 

38 The gold altar, the anointing oil, the sweet 
incense, and the curtain screen for the entrance 
to the tent; 

39 The bronze altar with its bronze grating, 
its poles and all its utensils; the laver for wash- 
ing, and its stand; 

40 The curtains of the courtyard; all the fur- 
nishings for the tabernacle: the Tent of Meeting; 

41 And the woven garments worn for minis- 
tering in the Holy Place, both the holy garments 
for Aaron the High Priest, and the garments for 
his sons, when they serve as ordinary priests. 

42 According to all Yahweh had commanded 
Mosheh, the children of Israyl had done all the 
work. 

43 Then Mosheh looked over all the work, 
and truly they had done it; as Yahweh had 
commanded, in this way they had done it. And 
Mosheh blessed them. 


CHAP. 40 


Then Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

2 On the First Day of the First Moon, you 
shall set up the tabernacle of the Tent of Meet- 
ing. 

3 You shall put in it the ark of the testimony, 
and partition off the ark with the Veil. 

4 Bring in the table, and set out the things 
that are to be set in order on it. Then bring in 
the lampstand, and set up its lamps. 

5 Then place the gold altar of incense in 
front of the ark of the Testimony, and put up 
the curtain screen to the entrance of the Tent 
of Meeting. 

6 Then place the altar of burnt offering in 
front of the entrance to the tabernacle of the 
Tent of Meeting. 

7 Place the laver for washing between the 
Tabernacle of Meeting and the altar of burnt 
offering, and put water in it. 

8 Set up the courtyard all around, and put up 
the entrance screen at the courtyard entrance. 

9 Then take the anointing oil, and anoint the 
Tabernacle and all that is in it; and you shall 
consecrate and hallow it and all its utensils, and 
it shall be holy. 

10 Then anoint the altar of burnt offering, 
and all its utensils. Consecrate and sanctify the 
altar; and the altar shall be most holy. 

11 Anoint the laver for washing and its stand, 
and consecrate and sanctify it. 

12 Then you shall bring Aaron and his sons to 
the entrance of the Tent of Meeting, and wash 
them with water from the consecrated laver. 

13 Then you shall put the holy garments on 
Aaron; and anoint and consecrate him, so he 
may minister to Me as High Priest. 


G1. Until the Priesthood 
would be transferred to 
Yahshua Messiah. 
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14 Bring his sons, and dress them in the 
tunics; 

15 Anoint them just as you anointed their 
father, so they may minister to Me as ordinary 
priests. Their anointing shall surely be an Stev- 
erlasting priesthood throughout their generations. 

16 Thus Mosheh did. According to all that 
Yahweh had commanded him, so he did. 

17 In the First Moon in the Second Year, 
on the First Day of the Moon, the Tabernacle 
was raised up. 

18 So Mosheh raised up the Tabernacle, by 
putting the bases in place, erecting the frames, 
inserting the bars, and setting up the posts. 

19 He spread the tent over the Tabernacle, 
and put the covering of the tent on top of it, as 
Yahweh had commanded Mosheh. 

20 He took the “Testimony, and put it into 
the ark, inserted the poles through the rings of 
the ark, and put the mercy seat; the atonement 
cover, on top of the ark. 

21 He brought the ark into the Tabernacle, 
hung up the Veil of the Covering, and par- 
titioned off the ark of the Testimony in the Holy 
of Holies, as Yahweh had commanded Mosheh 
on the mountain. 

22 He put the table in the Tabernacle of 
Meeting; in the Holy Place, on the north side 
of the Holy Place, on the outside of the Veil. 

23 He set the bread of the Presence in order 
upon the table in front of Yahweh, as Yahweh 
had commanded Mosheh. 

24 He put the lampstand in the Tabernacle 
of Meeting; in the Holy Place, across from the 
table, on the south side of the Tabernacle; 

25 Mosheh set up and lit the lamps in front of 
Yahweh, as Yahweh had commanded Mosheh. 

26 He put the gold altar of incense in the 


Tabernacle of Meeting; in the Holy Place, directly 
in front of the Veil; 

27 And he burned sweet incense on it, as 
Yahweh had commanded Mosheh. 

28 He hung up the curtain screen at the en- 
trance to the Tent of Meeting; at the entrance 
to the Holy Place. 

29 He put the altar of burnt offering in front 
of the entrance to the Tent of Meeting; in the 
courtyard, and offered upon it the burnt offering 
and the grain offering, as Yahweh had command- 
ed Mosheh. 

30 He set up the laver between the Tent of 
Meeting and the altar in the courtyard, and put 
water in it there for washing; 

31 And Mosheh, Aaron, and his sons washed 
their hands and their feet from it. 

32 When they went into the Tent of Meeting, 
and when they came near the altar, they washed, 
as Yahweh had commanded Mosheh. 

33 And Mosheh raised up the courtyard all 
around the Tabernacle and the altar, and hung 
up the curtain screen of the courtyard gate. So 
Mosheh finished the work. 

34 Then the cloud covered the Tent of Meet- 
ing, and the glory of Yahweh filled the Taber- 
nacle. 

35 And Mosheh was not able to enter the Tent 
of Meeting because the cloud rested above it, 
and the glory of Yahweh filled the Tabernacle. 

36 When the cloud was lifted up from above 
the Tabernacle, the children of Israyl went on- 
ward in all their journeys. 

37 But if the cloud was not lifted up, then 
they did not travel until the day it was lifted up. 

38 So the cloud of Yahweh was above the 
Tabernacle by day, and fire was in the cloud over 
the Tabernacle by night, in the sight of all the 
house of Israyl throughout all their journeys.
